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The Estimates Documents 


The Estimates of the Government of Canada are structured 
in three Parts. Beginning with an overview of total 
government spending in Part I, the documents become 
increasingly more specific. Part II outlines spending 
according to departments, agencies and programs and 
contains the proposed wording of the conditions govern- 
ing spending which Parliament will be asked to approve. 
The Part III documents provide additional detail on each 
department and its programs primarily in terms of the 
results expected for the money spent. 


Instructions for obtaining each volume can be found on 
the order form enclosed with Part II. 
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Chapter I 
Introduction 


The Estimates communicate to Parliament the level 
and nature of the federal government’s spending plans 
for the coming fiscal year. They are designed to meet 
the information needs of Members of Parliament, 
who must understand and assess these spending plans 
in order to hold the government accountable. Part I 
provides Parliament with an overview of the govern- 
ment’s spending Estimates and situates the Estimates 
in the context of the overall expenditure framework 
or spending plan. 

The information in Part I also covers the policy 
sector resource envelopes established by the govern- 
ment. Each envelope includes the level of resources 
allocated for all elements of departmental activity in 
that policy sector, and defines the resources ear- 
marked for maintaining, developing and implement- 
ing policies and programs in that sector. As the year 
progresses, additional funds may be allocated to the 
envelope out of those contingency provisions known as 
reserves which have not been distributed across 
envelopes. 

Part I is divided into five chapters, including this 


Introduction. Chapter 2 provides an overview of the 


expenditure plan together with historical trends in 
total spending. Emphasis is on the relative growth in 
envelopes. The chapter goes on to describe the compo- 
sition of the 1987-88 expenditure plan. The final por- 
tion of the chapter focuses on person-years and 
presents an overall person-year summary for 1987-88 
with reference to the government’s medium-term 
goals in this area. 


Chapter 3 presents the expenditure plan in terms 
of policy sectors and the associated envelopes. The 
envelopes are described both in terms of types of 
expenditure and major programs. Emphasis is on an 
explanation of where and how funds are spent rather 
than year-to-year changes in spending levels. How- 
ever, attention is drawn to the most significant 
changes that have occurred. 

Government-wide totals for various types of 
transfer payments, payments to Crown corporations, 
and operating and capital expenditures are presented 
in Chapter 4. Each category is described in terms of 
major components and growth. 

Chapter 5 addresses those components of the 
Estimates contained in Part II which do not form part 
of the expenditure plan. These items require parlia- 
mentary approval, but represent investments rather 
than expenditures.

Chapter 2 
The Expenditure Plan Overview 


Historical and Planned Expenditures 


The overall fiscal plan of the government encom- 
passes projected revenues, planned expenditures, and 
the resulting budgetary position, together with the 
government’s non-budgetary financial transactions. 
That plan has been described, in broad terms, in the 
budget presentation of the Minister of Finance. This 
document deals with a major part of the fiscal plan, 
the budgetary expenditure component, which reflects 
the total spending plan of the government. The expen- 
diture plan not only provides for the spending author- 
ity sought via the Main Estimates but also for further 
spending requirements which may arise during the 
course of the fiscal year, and for which Supplemen- 
tary Estimates will be presented to Parliament. Table 
2.1 provides a summary of the current ,expenditure 
plan.

In 1987-88, budgetary expenditures continue to 
decline relative to Gross Domestic Product (GDP), 
reflecting the continued emphasis on restraint in gov- 
ernment spending. This decline began in 1985-86 fol- 
lowing the expenditure reduction initiatives of 
November 1984, and has continued as a result of the 
ongoing deficit reduction initiatives implemented 
since then. Chart A plots total budgetary expendi- 
tures as a percentage of GDP from 1979-80 to 
1987-88. 
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In the period from 1979-80 to 1984-85, budget- 
ary expenditures had risen from 19 to 25 per cent of 
GDP. Through 1985-86 and 1986-87, they declined 
to 23 per cent of GDP and in 1987-88, they are 
expected to drop further. The rise and subsequent 
decline of spending relative to GDP parallels growth 
in absolute spending of some 15 per cent annually 
from 1979-80 to 1984-85 as compared to an average 
of less than 4 per cent since 1984-85. 

The growth of government expenditures is not 
independent of the underlying trends in economic 
activity. Over the period leading up to 1984-85, the 
performance of the Canadian economy could be cha- 
racterized as exhibiting below average rates of real 
economic growth and above average rates of inflation 
which, in turn, impacted on the overall growth of pro- 
gram expenditures. Inflation was obviously a major 
factor in the total growth in program expenditures in 
the early 1980s. The cyclical weakness in the 
performance of the Canadian economy also had an 
impact on the growth of program expenditures as wit- 
nessed by the increase in automatic stabilizers such as 
expenditures on unemployment insurance, and a ser- 
ies of counter-cyclical initiatives in the areas of job 
creation and training, housing and mortgage assist- 
ance, assistance to small business, farmers and fisher- 
men, and government capital expenditures. Major 
policy initiatives which contributed to the growth in 
program expenditures over the period leading up to 
1984-85 were the expenditure initiatives associated 
with the National Energy Program, the commitment 
to increase foreign aid programs, the commitment to 
NATO to increase defence spending and enrichments 
to the Guaranteed Income Supplement Program. 
Some offset to these initiatives was provided by 
expenditure reductions or reallocations.

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| Since 1984-85, there have been a number of 
;major restraint initiatives undertaken to slow the 
growth in federal government spending. In November 
1984 a combination of program reductions, increased 
cost recovery and general management initiatives 
resulted in savings in planned expenditures of some 
$4 billion in 1985-86. This was followed by further 
reductions in the May 1985 Budget, which included 
Public Service reduction targets, further cost-recovery 
_and privatization initiatives and an enhanced program 
_of asset disposal and cash management. In the Febru- 
ary 1986 Budget and with the tabling of the Main 
Estimates for 1986-87, additional ongoing expendi- 
ture reductions of $500 million were directed. 

These successive initiatives have been supple- 
mented by a number of complementary measures to 
| maintain the momentum of restraint. These measures 
include the continuing absorption of cost increases as 
has been the case since 1984, the year-end freeze on 
discretionary spending announced in February 1986, 
and recent efforts to offset the cost of the Special 
Grains Program for western farmers within the 
approved expenditure framework. 

The expenditure plan is subdivided into policy 
sector “envelopes” of spending, as shown in Table 2.2.

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An envelope represents the resources available to 
a particular policy sector for spending under the pro- 
grams included in that sector. It is within those gen- 
eral resource levels that policies and programs are 
developed, implemented and maintained. Chart B 
illustrates the growth in the major envelopes or 
envelope groupings from 1979-80 to 1987-88. 

Over this period, four major envelopes have ave- 
raged growth of over 10 per cent annually while the 
others have averaged growth of about 7 per cent 
annually. Public debt charges, while rising only 3.4 
per cent this year, are the fastest growing component, 
increasing at an average annual rate of 16.2 per cent. 
The large social transfer programs which dominate 
the Social Development envelope are generally sub- 
ject to automatic escalation clauses prescribed by 
legislation thus maintaining the growth of spending in 
that sector. The relatively high growth rates com- 
bined with the large size of these two envelopes 
results in their accounting for about three-quarters of 
the growth in the total from 1979-80 to 1987-88. 
Greater efforts to assist developing countries and 
major capital programs in support of our interna- 
tional defence commitments account for almost one- 
half of the remaining growth, and have increased the 
relative shares of the External Affairs and Aid and 
Defence envelopes. The relatively greater operational 
nature of spending in the remaining envelopes has 
resulted in their shares of expenditure declining, 
because of ongoing restraint efforts which have cen- 
tered on the costs of delivering government programs. 
Since 1984-85 those efforts have, in fact, led to 
declines not only in relative shares but also in actual 
spending levels in these envelopes. This marked shift 
in the all other category is illustrated in Chart B. 

Supplementary Table 2.1S, at the end of this 
chapter, provides a historical perspective on the rela- 
tive magnitude of the envelopes. 
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‘Composition of the 1987-88 Expenditure Plan 


The tabling of the Main Estimates for 1987-88 is the 
first step in implementing the expenditure plan for 
| the upcoming year. Table 2.3 presents these Esti- 
mates in the context of the overall plan or framework 
and shows how they and subsequent Supplementary 
Estimates relate to actual spending by the govern- 
| ment. 

| While budgetary Main Estimates are the major 
“component of total budgetary expenditures they are 
not the whole picture. In arriving at the forecast of 
total budgetary expenditures, a certain level of Sup- 
plementary Estimates is also provided for together 
with adjustments (each of which will be explained 
below) for the consolidation of accounts, the provision 
| for valuation, and a forecast of the lapse of spending 
authority. The overall spending plan or framework 
takes all of these into account and does not normally 
| change over the course of the year as further Esti- 
“mates are presented. Should events beyond the gov- 
-ernment’s control occur and necessitate a revised fis- 
| cal stance, then a new framework would be presented

by the Minister of Finance in a fiscal or economic 
statement. 

Budgetary Main Estimates are divided into two 
types of spending as shown in Table 2.3. The first of 
these is statutory spending which amounts to $72,314 
million or two-thirds of the total and is $2,776 million 
or 4.0 per cent greater than in 1986-87. Statutory 
expenditures are those that have been given continu- 
ing authority by Acts of the current or previous Par- 
liaments and therefore do not require new parliamen- 
tary approval. Anticipated spending under these 
programs is reported in the Estimates for the purpose 
of informing Parliament of the government’s total 
spending plan. Public debt charges, contributions to 
provincial health and education programs, Old Age 
Security payments and Family Allowances are exam- 
ples of statutory expenditures. More than 90 per cent 
of statutory spending is accounted for by four depart- 
ments: Employment and Immigration, Finance, 
Health and Welfare and the Secretary of State. As a 
general rule, statutory spending commitments can

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only be changed through amendments to the specific 
legislation that furnishes the legal basis for these 
expenditures. 

Other expenditures are authorized annually 
through Appropriation Acts. In the Main Estimates 
for 1987-88, these annually-voted spending proposals 
amount to $37,827 million or one-third of the total. 
The increase of $357 million is 1.0 per cent above the 
previous year. Lowering the 1986-87 base for the 
$500 million reduction announced at the time of 
tabling last year’s Main Estimates and allowing for

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the increase in payments to farmers under the Special 
Grains Program, would increase this growth 
$1,257 million or 3.4 per cent. Chart C provides a his 
torical perspective on the relative size of statutory a 
voted Estimates. The slower growth in the voted po 
tion is the result of continuing efforts to reduce ove 
all spending by either reducing the cost of program 
delivery or by the curtailment of programs which 
have outlived their usefulness. 

The reserves or provisions for Supplementary 
Estimates exist because of the dynamic nature of th 
expenditure management process. At any given time, 
departments have programs with approved spending - 
levels, programs with funding proposals awaiting th 
government’s consideration, and programs with an 
uncertain cost environment. The Main Estimates 
reflect the approved levels while the reserves are the 
amounts within which the government intends to 
manage the remainder. To the extent that the in-year 
adjustments are targeted to sectors, portions of the 
reserves have been allocated to specific envelopes. 
Since not all reserves are allocated at the outset of the. 
fiscal year, the projected distribution by envelope, as 
shown in Table 2.2, is subject to adjustment over the. 
course of the year. 

In addition to the Projected Total Budgetary 
Estimates, the final spending total will reflect thr 
further factors: the consolidation of the expenditures 
of various special purpose accounts with general pur-_ 
pose expenditures, a provision for the valuation o 
assets and liabilities, and a provision for the lapse o 
the amount by which overall spending falls short of | 
that authorized. 


| 


The consolidation entry increases government 
spending figures to include expenditures of large 
socio-economic programs, which were previously con- 
sidered non-budgetary because they were funded by 
specific contributions or premiums as opposed to 
being funded from general government revenues. The 
largest item in this consolidation of accounts is in the 
area of Social expenditures, where all unemployment 
insurance benefits are now included as budgetary 
spending. The other major consolidation item is the 
Western Grain Stabilization Account which is in the 
Economic and Regional Development envelope. In 
both cases, total payments are shown as budgetary 
spending even though specific revenues offset a large 
part of the cost and the accounts are largely intended 
to be self-balancing over time. 
| The consolidation of the Unemployment Insur- 
ance Account and the Western Grain Stabilization 
‘Account within the Accounts of Canada for purposes 
of financial reporting in no way alters the operation 
of these accounts. Part II of the Estimates continues 
to present only the government’s contribution to the 
accounts. The government will continue to display the 
financial position of these and other similar programs 
in the Public Accounts on both a consolidated and an 
individual fund basis. 

As in past years, the expenditure plan also pro- 
vides for a valuation adjustment to the government’s 
financial assets and liabilities in order to provide for 
possible losses on existing loans or investments, and to 
reflect the change in liabilities with respect to 
accumulated employee severance and _ vacation 
benefits. 

The final step in arriving at the forecast of bud- 
-getary expenditures is the allowance for the lapsing of 
spending authority. This allowance is estimated on 
the basis of historical experience and arises because 
departments and agencies cannot legally spend more 
money than is actually authorized in each vote by 
Parliament. Given this legal limit on annual appro- 
‘priations and the practical realities of operating 
within fixed budgets, managers will tend to spend less 
than the total amount authorized. 


Person-years 


In the May 23, 1985 Budget, the Minister of Finance 
announced reduction targets for the Treasury Board- 
controlled Public Service amounting to 15,000 per- 
son-years. A person-year is the unit of control of 
human resources, and refers to the employment of 
one person for one full year or its equivalent, such as 
two people for six months. These reductions, which 
are to be achieved over a five-year period, began with 
fiscal year 1986-87 through a 2 per cent reduction 
from the 1985-86 Main Estimates level, and are to 
continue at the rate of approximately 1 per cent per 
annum through to 1990-91. 

The government’s aim is to reduce the size and 
cost of the ongoing Public Service required to deliver 
government programs. Reductions will continue to be 
achieved through productivity increases, privatization 
of certain government activities and, where war- 
ranted, the contracting-out of others. 

In preparing the Main Estimates for 1987-88, 
the Treasury Board has authorized 233,454 person- 
years. This represents a reduction of 3,072 person- 
years or 1.3 per cent from the 1986-87 Main Esti- 
mates. Together with the 5,491 person-year reduction 
in 1986-87, the total decrease to date is 8,563, leaving 
a further reduction of approximately 6,500 to be 
achieved over the following three years. It is 
anticipated that the remaining person-year reduction 
targets can be achieved by reductions of approxi- 
mately 1 per cent over each of the next three years. 

Even during periods of restraint, there exist 
requirements for additional person-years in some 
ministries to meet largely non-discretionary increases 
in workload. As a result, some departments and agen- 
cies have experienced increases in their authorized 
person-year levels while others have declined signifi- 
cantly. Table 2.4 provides a summary of the major 
changes in authorized person-year:levels from 1986- 
87 to 1987-88.

The largest year-over-year increase in person- 
years is being authorized for the Department of 
National Revenue-Taxation. The increase of 403 per- 
son-years over the 1986-87 Main Estimates is 
required for increased audit activities and administra- 
tive requirements of changes in legislation outlined in 
the May 1985 Budget. 

The second largest increase in person-years is in 
Employment and Immigration. The increase of 139 
person-years is primarily in response to the new 
refugee determination system, and the transfer of 
youth programs from the Department of the Secre- 
tary of State. 

The increase of 108 person-years for the Immi- 
gration Appeal Board is needed to deal expeditiously 
with the backlog of appeals and refugee claims. 

All other major changes in person-year authori- 
ties are decreases. The decrease of 257 person-years 
in the Department of Energy, Mines and Resources, 
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results from reductions in the administration and 
regulation of offshore oil and gas activities, the 
Petroleum Incentives Program, the Geothermal 
Energy Program and various other programs. 

The Department of Transport’s person-years 
decrease by 259. Behind this net decrease lie a consid- 
erable number of adjustments within the department. 
The major factors are capital projects nearing com- 
pletion, the sunsetting or completion of various 
projects and the consolidation of central administra- 
tive functions. 

The continuing impact of restraint and person- 
year reduction initiatives is also reflected through the 
decline of 274 person-years in the Department of 
Agriculture, 300 person-years in the Department of 
National Health and Welfare and 307 person-years in 
the Department of National Revenue-Customs and 
Excise. 


The decrease of 345 person-years in the Depart- 
ment of Supply and Services largely reflects produc- 
tivity improvements, administrative integration and 
improvements in electronic data systems. However, of 
this decrease, 97 person-years result from the transfer 
of the Export Supply Branch functions to the 
Canadian Commercial Corporation. The decrease 
would have been greater but for an additional 42 per- 
son-years being required for the implementation of 
major Crown projects. 

Another large year-over-year decrease in author- 
ized person-years occurs in the Department of

National Defence. Factors contributing to this 
decrease of 499 person-years are the contracting-out 
of services and the closure of certain CADIN/Pine- 
tree Line radar stations. In keeping with the govern- 
ment’s commitment to strengthen the forces, the mili- 
tary establishment will increase from 84,492 to 
85,627. 

The decrease of 508 person-years in the Depart- 
ment of Indian Affairs and Northern Development 
largely reflects the continuing transfer of programs to 
Native control in the areas of self-government and 
education.

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Chapter 3 
The Expenditure Plan by Envelope 


The government’s Expenditure Plan presented in the 
oreceding chapter establishes spending levels, or 
onvelopes, within the level of total expenditures, for 
2ight policy sectors. 
Programs have been assigned to envelopes in 
order to provide for focused consideration of compet- 
ng policy options within a given sector while, at the 
same time, recognizing that Ministers’ responsibilities 
for their respective departments and agencies should 
not be dispersed across several sectors and associated 
policy committees of Cabinet. This chapter devotes 
one section to each of the eight envelopes. Each sec- 
tion includes a general description of the purpose of 
the expenditures within the envelope, and a discussion

of the major programs as reflected in these Main 
Estimates. 

Chart D depicts the relative size and the types of 
payments within the 1987-88 Main Estimates for 
each envelope. Briefly, transfer payments include 
payments to other levels of government, grants and 
contributions to individuals and organizations, and 
various subsidies. The government does not directly 
receive any goods or services in return for these pay- 
ments. On the other hand, operating and capital 
expenditures of departments and agencies reflect the 
cost of goods and services purchased by the govern- 
ment. The classification of budgetary expenditures by 
type of payment is discussed more fully in Chapter 4.

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Chart D illustrates a number of parallels 
between the various envelopes and types of payment. 
The majority of transfer payments are in the Social 
Development area, and they make up 85 per cent of 
that envelope. It is not surprising therefore, that 
growth rates in this payment type are similar to those 
of the Social envelope. Transfer payments in this 
envelope include payments to the provinces for 
insured health services and post-secondary education, 
payments to persons for old age security, guaranteed 
income supplements, family allowances, the govern- 
ment’s contribution for unemployment insurance, and 
payments on behalf of Indians for social and eco- 
nomic assistance. A relatively small part of the 
envelope is accounted for by operating and capital 
expenditures; even though some 20 per cent of the 
government’s total operating and capital expenditures 
are in this envelope. 

Total operating and capital expenditures in the 
Economic and Regional Development envelope are 
slightly lower than those of the Social Development 
envelope, but play a relatively more important role 
with respect to the growth of the envelope as a whole. 
The departments in this envelope such as Transport, 
Agriculture, Energy, Mines and Resources, and Fish- 
eries and Oceans are largely operational; transfer 
payments play a relatively smaller role and are 
primarily comprised of subsidies such as the pay- 
ments to encourage regional and industrial develop- 
ment. 
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The entire Fiscal Arrangements envelope is 
devoted to transfer payments to other levels of gov- 
ernment, essentially in the form of equalization pay- 
ments. 

Transfer payments in the External Affairs and 
Aid envelope take the form of aid to developing coun- 
tries and grants and contributions to international 
organizations. The cost of maintaining Canadian 
diplomatic posts abroad constitutes the largest part of 
the envelope’s operating and capital expenditures. 

Setting aside the Public Debt envelope, the 
remaining three envelopes, Defence, Parliament, and 
Services to Government, are comprised almost exclu- 
sively of operating and capital expenditures and pro- 
vide the infrastructure required for a national govern- 
ment. The Services to Government envelope includes 
resources required to gather statistics, collect income 
taxes and customs and excise duties, as well as to pro- 
vide for the central administration and accommoda- 
tion of the Public Service.

| Purpose of Expenditures 


Federal government programs funded from this 
| envelope are intended to serve a wide range of pur- 
poses including the stimulation and encouragement of 
‘private sector investment and the orderly develop- 
| ment, production and disposition of Canada’s primary 
‘natural resources, the encouragement of increased 
innovation and R&D, regional and industrial develop- 
ment, and the fostering of a positive climate for the 
| creation and expansion of business enterprise. 
| The focus of this policy sector is on the promo- 
tion of growth and job creation in specific regions of 
Canada, as well as nationally, by encouraging private 
‘initiative and improving government effectiveness, 
within the overall government objective of reducing 
the deficit.

Expenditure Highlights for 1987-88 


As outlined in Table 3.1, planned spending in the 
Economic and Regional Development Sector is 
slightly higher in 1987-88 than in 1986-87. While 
expenditures will be down significantly in the areas of 
Transport and Energy, these reductions are more 
than offset by large increases in Agriculture spending. 
The latter is due primarily to the introduction of the 
Canadian Special Grains Program and the increase in 
expected payouts from the Western Grain Stabiliza- 
tion Account. Approximately $1.5 billion of spending 
in this envelope will be reflected in Supplementary 
Estimates as a result of new policy initiatives such as 
the Special Grains Program. Another $1.3 billion 
results from the consolidation of special purpose 
expenditures and the provision for valuation adjust- 
ments in reporting total spending. 

The Estimates for the envelope can be divided 
roughly into five categories of expenditure: transpor- 
tation, agricultural and fisheries support, industrial 
and technological support, energy, and a relatively 
small miscellaneous category. 

Transportation, including the Department of 
Transport and the Canadian Transport Commission, 
accounts for 35 per cent of the Main Estimates for 
this envelope. The Department of Transport’s Esti- 
mates provide for the operation of airports and air 
navigation systems, the Canadian Coast Guard, and 
payments to various Crown corporations, such as VIA 
Rail Canada Inc. for rail passenger and other trans- 
portation services. The main portion of the Canadian 
Transport Commission’s Estimates provides for pay- 
ments to railway companies under the Western Grain 
Transportation Act and other statutes.

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The Estimates for the Department of Transport 
for 1987-88 reflect an overall reduction of $288 mil- 
lion from 1986-87, due primarily to reductions in 
capital expenditures of $247 million and an increase 
of $107 million in vote-netted revenues. These are off- 
set in part by increased payments to various Crown 
corporations, including $25 million to the St. Law- 
rence Seaway Authority for reconstruction of the 
Welland Canal. 

The increase of $25 million in the Canadian 
Transport Commission’s Estimates primarily reflect 
increases in payments under the Western Grain 
Transportation Act, the Atlantic Region Freight 
Assistance Act and other statutes related to com- 
modity transport. 

The programs of the Department of Agriculture 
(including the Canadian Forestry Service Program) 
and the Department of Fisheries and Oceans account 
for about 25 per cent of the envelope’s Estimates. 

The Department of Agriculture’s Main Esti- 
mates do not include the $700 million earmarked for 
1987-88 for the Special Grains Program announced 
in December 1986. It has been necessary to include 
these funds in a special early Supplementary Esti- 
mate for 1987-88 in order to obtain full supply and 
enable all payments to be made early in the new fiscal 
year. Approval of this $700 million by Parliament for 
1987-88, along with the $300 million already 
approved for 1986-87, brings the total amount 
allocated for the Canadian Special Grains Program to 
$1 billion. Initiatives in the 1987-88 Main Estimates 
for Agriculture include the Farm Financial Assist- 
ance programs announced in the February 1986 
Budget, and the Atlantic Livestock Feed Initiative. 
For the Forestry Service, spending is expected to 
increase in the area of forestry development. 
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Because the Western Grain Stabilization 
Account is maintained separately, the figures dis- 
played in Main Estimates do not include the payouts 
expected under the Western Grain Stabilization Pro- 
gram (WGSP). The 1987-88 Main Estimates include 
a provision for $99 million in federal premiums, 
whereas the 1987-88 payouts from the account are 
expected to be greater than the $859 million total 
currently forecast for 1986-87. Those payouts are 
included as part of the overall expenditure framework 
presented in the preceding chapter. They appear as 
part of the consolidation of the expenditures of special 
purpose accounts. 

The Estimates of Fisheries and Oceans total 
$552 million in 1987-88, a reduction of $4 million 
from the previous year. This decrease is primarily 
attributable to on-going reductions announced in the 
May 1985 and February 1986 Budgets. 

Industrial and technological support programs 
constitute approximately 24 per cent of the envelope 
and include such programs as those of the Depart- 
ment of Regional and Industrial Expansion (DRIE), 
the Ministry of State for Science and Technology and 
associated research bodies, and the Federal Business 
Development Bank. 

The increase of $45 million in the forecast bud- 
getary expenditures of the Department of Regional 
Industrial Expansion reflects a reduction of $17 mil- 
lion due to decreased operating requirements and an 
increase of $62 million in the department’s grants and 
contributions program. Under the grants and contri- 
butions program, increased expenditures are forecast 
for the Defence Industry Productivity Program, the 
Atlantic Enterprise Program and the Native Eco- 
nomic Development Program, while decreased expen- 
ditures are forecast under the Shipbuilding Industry 
Assistance Program, the Agricultural and Rural 
Development Act and the Canadian Industrial 
Renewal Regulations. 

Requirements for the Cape Breton Development 
Corporation are expected to decline by about $50 mil- 
lion in 1987-88 due almost entirely to the approach- 
ing completion of development expenditures on the 
new Phalen mine. 


A new statutory item amounting to $50 million 
has been introduced in 1987-88 relating to funds 
required by the Export Development Corporation for 
concessional loans made by it to developing countries. 
In previous Main Estimates, any such payments were 
recorded as non-budgetary expenditures. As a result 
of accounting changes announced in the February 
1986 Budget, however, it is considered appropriate to 
record such payments as budgetary expenditures. 

Estimates for science and technology programs 
within the portfolio of the Minister of State for 
Science and Technology will total $784 million, an 
increase of almost $33 million over 1986-87. More 
than one-half of this increase is due to the introduc- 
tion of the new government policy aimed at matching 
private sector grants to university research, which will 
impact within this envelope on the activities of the 


_ Natural Sciences and Engineering Research Council. 


Another $10 million of the increase is for the 
National Research Council of Canada, mainly for 
increased support to the new Biotechnology Research 
Institute opening in Montreal and for the early stages 


of the Space Station Project. Finally, the balance of 


the increase relates primarily to the increased activi- 


ties of the Ministry of State for Science and Tech- 


‘nology under the Science and Technology develop- 


ment agreements with Quebec and British Columbia, 
and the introduction of a new grant program aimed at 
matching private sector contributions to the Canadian 
Institute for Advanced Research. Overall government 
expenditures on science and technology are of the 
order of $4 billion and include funding in major 
science-based departments such as Agriculture, 
National Defence, Energy, Mines and Resources, 
Environment and Fisheries and Oceans. 

In keeping with recommendations of the Minis- 
terial Task Force on Program Review, the Program 
for Export Market Development and the Promotional 
Projects Program have been combined for greater 
operational efficiency and effectiveness. The com- 


_ bined total of these programs is $35 million, of which 
- $22 million is in this envelope. 


Energy, Mines and Resources and energy-related 
programs account for about 10 per cent of the total 
envelope. Funding levels for the department are 
expected to decline by more than 55 per cent (approx- 
imately $915 million) from the 1986-87 Main Esti- 
mates level, as a result of changes in a number of 
National Energy Program initiatives following the 
signing of the Western and Atlantic Accords. The sin- 
gle largest reduction is attributable to Petroleum 
Incentive Payments which will decline from $950 mil- 
lion in 1986-87 to $130 million in 1987-88. 

The remainder of the Economic and Regional 
Development envelope accounts for about 5 per cent 
of planned expenditures in 1987-88. The departments 
involved are Consumer and Corporate Affairs, the 
Competition Tribunal, Communications (excluding 
cultural affairs) and Labour. The large decrease in 
Consumer and Corporate Affairs reflects the comple- 
tion of the Urea Formaldehyde Foam Insulation Pro- 
gram in 1986. With the passing of the Competition 
Act, the Restrictive Trade Practices Commission is 
being phased out, to be replaced by a new Competi- 
tion Tribunal with a somewhat different mandate. 

More than half of the total budget of the Depart- 
ment of Labour is for statutory payments to workers 
under such programs as the Injury Compensation 
program and the Labour Adjustment Benefits pro- 
gram. The bulk of the increase in the department’s 
budget is due to an increase in the number of workers 
receiving assistance under this latter program.

‘Social Development Envelope 


| Purpose of Expenditures 


This envelope contains the government programs 
directed at responding to the social, cultural, environ- 
| mental and law enforcement concerns of Canadians. 
| During 1987-88, the government will continue to 
build on its efforts of past years to strengthen social 
justice giving highest priority in social policy to those 
who are in greatest need. The government’s programs 
_and policies will continue to ensure equality of access 
by all Canadians to the benefits of Canadian society, 
and on the protection and enhancement of Canadian 
culture. Programs of assistance to the economically 
disadvantaged, including the jobless, aboriginal 
groups, women’s and multicultural groups, handi- 
capped people and the aged will remain at the centre 
of the government’s priorities. 
| As in previous years, expenditures through the 
Social Development envelope will constitute the single 
largest element of overall spending. During 1987-88, 
the federal government will channel $57,200 million, 
including reserves, or 47 per cent of its total budget 


through a variety of transfers to provincial and terri- — 


torial governments, transfers to individuals and direct 
services to the public. 

Transfers to individuals of over $29 billion 
through payments to the elderly, families, the unem- 
ployed and veterans form the largest component of 
the envelope and consume over 50 per cent of the 
resources allocated to it. 


Transfers to provincial and territorial govern- 
ments in support of post-secondary education, health 
and welfare services, assistance to the handicapped 
and the operation of legal aid constitute approxi- 
mately $15 billion or 25 per cent of the envelope. 

The remainder of the envelope containing pro- 
grams directed at the environment, employment, 
health, housing, Northern and Native people, law 
enforcement and correctional services account for 
another $13 billion. 


Expenditure Highlights for 1987-88 


Planned Social Development expenditures for 1987- 
88 are almost $2.5 billion above those projected for 
1986-87. The major factors accounting for this 
growth are increased spending on major statutory 
programs such as Old Age Security, the Canada 
Assistance Plan and provincial health and education 
support, together with spending on programs for 
aboriginal groups. 

Approximately $8.7 billion of spending in this 
envelope reflects the inclusion of valuation adjust- 
ments and special purpose expenditures, chiefly those 
of the unemployment insurance account, in reporting 
budgetary expenditures. In addition, some $300 mil- 
lion is currently earmarked for Supplementary Esti- 
mates during the course of the year.

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The 1987-88 Main Estimates provide $48,215 
million for the Social Development envelope. Approx- 
imately 60 per cent of these Estimates represent 
statutory expenditures by the Department of 
National Health and Welfare. The largest of these 
are: $14,593 million to be spent on programs provid- 
ing benefits to the elderly; $4,192 million for the 
Canada Assistance Plan, which provides 50 per cent 
of the costs of provincial programs delivering social, 
child support and other family services; $6,843 mil- 
lion in transfer payments to the provinces for insured 
health services under the Federal-Provincial Fiscal 
Arrangements and Federal Post-Secondary Education 
and Health Contributions Act, 1977; and $2,562 mil- 
lion for Family Allowances. The Family Allowance 
payments are in addition to some $2 billion which is 
provided through the tax system in the form of the 
child tax credit. 

The 1987-88 Main Estimates for Employment 
and Immigration total $4,642 million and include 
$1,500 million for the Canadian Jobs Strategy, 
$2,785 million in statutory contributions to the 
Unemployment Insurance Account, and $100 million 
for social assistance recipients. In addition, this 
envelope includes related expenditures for summer 
employment amounting to $180 million in a central 
vote of the Treasury Board Secretariat. The Immigra- 
tion Program has been increased to $173 million, as a 
result of initiatives to deal with refugees. 
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An amount of $3,282 million is provided in the 
Estimates for the Department of the Secretary of 
State. Of this amount, $2,736 million consists of 
statutory payments to the provinces under the above- 
mentioned Federal-Provincial Act for post-secondary 
education and under the Canada Student Loans Act. 
A further $219 million is provided to support official 
languages in education. 

In addition to the direct expenditures shown in 
the Estimates, the federal government provides addi- 
tional support to education and health services 
through tax transfers to the provinces. These tax 
transfers will amount to some $8,365 million in 1987- 
88. 

Included in the Main Estimates of $2,688 million 
for the Department of Indian Affairs and Northern 
Development are $1,815 million for the Indian and 
Inuit Affairs Program. This program provides $554 
million for education, $401 million for social develop- 
ment, $473 million for capital facilities and commu- 
nity services, $82 million for Indian economic 
development initiatives and $168 million to assist 
Indian bands in administering programs. Not 
included in this program but affecting Native people 
indirectly are $697 million in transfer payments to 
territorial governments to assist them in providing 
services to residents of the North, many of whom are 
Natives. The significant increase in the Main Esti- 
mates of this department reflects increased spending 
on social development, education, the implementation 
of Bill C-31, An Act to Amend the Indian Act, and 
increased efforts to enhance Indian control of pro- 
gram delivery. 


The 1987-88 Main Estimates provide $1,889 
‘million for the Solicitor General which includes the 
‘department, the Correctional Service of Canada, the 
National Parole Board, the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police and the Canadian Security Intelligence Ser- 
vice. The expenditures of the department total $26 
/million in the 1987-88 Main Estimates. The large 
decrease from the 1986-87 Main Estimates level 
reflects the fact that the lead role in general criminal 
justice development, including payments to the prov- 
inces related to the Young Offenders Act, has been 
transferred to the Department of Justice. The provi- 
sion of correctional services by Correctional Services 
Canada and the National Parole Board amounts to 
$799 million and $16 million, respectively. The 
budget of the RCMP for the enforcement of federal 
‘Statutes and the provision of policing services under 
contract to provinces, territories and municipalities, 
| and police support services to Canadian police forces 
‘amounts to $914 million in 1987-88. In addition, 
$134 million is budgeted for the Canadian Security 
Intelligence Service. 


The Canada Mortgage and Housing Corporation — 


has been provided with budgetary estimates of $1,667 
million for 1987-88. Of this amount, $1,546 million 
will be spent on social housing subsidies. 


The 1987-88 Main Estimates include $1,649 mil- 
lion for the Department of Veterans Affairs. This 
amount includes $806 million for veterans’ pensions 
and $406 million for veterans’ allowances. In addi- 
tion, $157 million is provided for expenditures on 
other health services purchased on behalf of veterans 
in receipt of disability pensions, allowances, or those 
who would be in receipt of allowances were it not for 
payments under the Old Age Security Act. These ser- 
vices relate to medical treatment provided outside 
departmental institutions and include professional 
medical services and non-departmental hospital 
charges where they are not covered by provincial 
health insurance plans. 

Provision is made in the 1987-88 Main Estimates 
for expenditures of $1,476 million by the 10 agencies 
and departments of the Culture and Communications 
portfolio. This amount includes $881 million for the 
CBC, representing approximately 60 per cent of total 
federal arts and culture spending; this allocation 
includes an increase of $20 million in the CBC capital 
budget to permit replacement of obsolete equipment. 


An additional $75 million has been provided for a 
number of cultural programs announced in the Febru- 
ary 1986 Budget, including: $33 million for a feature 
film program to be administered by Telefilm; $13 
million for a program of assistance to book publish- 
ers, and $5 million for a program of assistance to the 
sound recording industry, both to be administered for 
the most part by the Department of Communications 
with small components delegated to the Canada 
Council; $10 million for increased assistance to the 
performing arts and $3 million for public use pay- 
ments to Canadian authors, both to be administered 
by the Canada Council; $7 million in additional sup- 
port of Public Archives programs, and $4 million for 
a library and information networking program to be 
administered by the National Library. In addition, 
increased resources of $21 million for the National 
Museums of Canada will be primarily used for fit-up, 
exhibit development and moving activities for new 
museum buildings; mainly the National Aviation 
Museum and the National Gallery of Canada. 

For the Department of the Environment, these 
Estimates include $769 million, of which $319 million 
will be directed to the operation of national parks and 
historic sites. A further $204 million will be spent on 
atmospheric environmental services and $209 million 
on the conservation and protection of the environ- 
ment. 

The expenditures of the Ministry of Justice, 
which includes the department and various commis- 
sions and courts, will total $497 million. The increase 
in these Estimates reflects the transfer to Justice of 
the lead role in general criminal justice policy 
development, including the payments to provinces 
related to the Young Offenders Act, formerly 
included under the Solicitor General.

Purpose of Expenditures 


| 
The general purpose of expenditures under the Fiscal 
"Arrangements envelope is to provide unconditional 
iscal assistance to provinces; that is, a transfer of 
tunds without any conditions or stipulations as to how 
“such moneys shall be used. The programs comprising 
the envelope are either need-related or tax-related. 
| The need-related programs are fiscal equaliza- 
tion, subsidies under the Constitution Acts 1867- 
1982, and fiscal stabilization. Approximately 90 per 
‘cent of the total expenditures in the Fiscal Arrange- 
“ments envelope are made under the Fiscal Equaliza- 
tion Program. The purpose of this program is to make 
‘it possible for all provinces to provide their residents 
with a reasonable level of public services at reason- 
ably comparable levels of taxation. 

The tax-related programs are: the income tax 
revenue guarantee for provinces, which protects them 
in certain circumstances against revenue losses result- 
ing from modifications made to the personal income 
tax by the federal government; grants to municipali- 
ties and provinces in lieu of property taxes; reciprocal 
taxation payments to provinces in respect of con- 
sumption taxes; payments to provinces of 95 per cent 
of the federal income tax collected from privately- 
owned public utilities; and recoveries from Quebec in 
respect of three personal income tax points trans- 
ferred to that province in lieu of a federal Youth 
Allowance Program that was subsequently discon- 
tinued.

Expenditure Highlights for 1987-88 


The Main Estimates provision of $6,197 million for 
the Fiscal Arrangements envelope is $138 million 
higher than the preceding year’s Main Estimates 
provision of $6,059 million. Fiscal equalization pay- 
ments are expected to grow by $224 million or 4 per 
cent over last year’s provision. The change in fiscal 
equalization takes account of a number of factors 
including proposed changes in the program and 
changes in provincial revenues and population. The 
Supplementary Equalization Program, under which a 
payment of $65 million was made in 1986-87, ended 
in that fiscal year pursuant to special legislation 
enacted by Parliament in June 1985. 

Based on information for past taxation years, 
there is a $7 million decrease in payments under the 
Public Utilities Income Tax Transfer Act (PUITTA) 
from the 1986-87 to the 1987-88 Main Estimates. 

There is a $23 million increase in recoveries 
under the Youth Allowances Recovery program due 
to growth in the basic federal tax allocated to Que- 
bec.

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Federal grants in lieu of taxes have increased 
slightly from $291 million in 1986-87 Main Estimates 
to $295 million in the 1987-88 Main Estimates. This 
low growth reflects lower rates of inflation than ear- 
lier forecast, reduced numbers of properties and 
anticipated savings resulting from more efficient 
assessment review activities. 

The increase of $5 million in the amount pro- 
vided for Reciprocal Taxation from the 1986-87 to 
1987-88 Main Estimates is due to the forecast 
increase in provincial sales tax payable on purchases 
of taxable goods and services, and adjustments for 
prior years.

Purpose of Expenditures 
| 
The programs included in the External Affairs and 
‘Aid envelope deal principally with assistance to 
developing countries and with the representation of 
‘Canadian interests abroad in the areas of foreign 
voolicy, economic growth including trade development, 
geace and security, Canadian sovereignty and 
aational identity, and social justice. The Department 
of External Affairs has as its primary responsibility 
the promotion and protection of Canada’s interests 
abroad and the conduct of Canada’s external rela- 
tions, both bilaterally and multilaterally through the 
international organizations of which Canada is a 
member. In close cooperation with External Affairs, 
the Canadian International Development Agency 
(CIDA) is charged with the administration and deliv- 
ery of an extensive program of assistance to develop- 
ing countries. 

} Reflecting this breadth of interests, Canada has 
diplomatic relations with virtually all countries, and is 
a member of, or a participant in, the United Nations, 
its associated agencies and many other international 
organizations and programs. These relations are han- 
dled through some 120 posts abroad, including those 
accredited to multilateral organizations. The size and 
range of the activities of these posts vary according to 
their location or purpose vis-a-vis the organizations to 
which they are accredited. For example, in certain 
countries the emphasis may be on trade promotion, 
whereas in many developing countries the focus 
would be upon development assistance. Involvement 
in multilateral organizations is in furtherance of 
Canada’s objectives concerning peace and security, 
international economic relations, humanitarian issues 
and economic development. 


There is no fixed order or hierarchy in Canada’s © 
wide range of interests outside its borders. The 
emphasis given to certain interests, especially those of 
development assistance, is related to both domestic 
and international circumstances. Currently, particu- 
lar attention continues to be given to issues and inter- 
ests related to Canadian sovereignty, the promotion of 
Canadian economic growth with particular emphasis 
on trade negotiations, trade and investment initia- 
tives, and international peace and security. 

Canada has traditionally been regarded as a 
country with a high level of active concern for inter- 
national development. The primary purpose is to help 
people of developing countries achieve sustainable 
economic and social growth. The various aid pro- 
grams may also have important benefits for the 
Canadian economy since procurement of Canadian 
goods and services to support development projects 
overseas is a stimulus to Canadian industry and can 
help develop export markets. 

The External Affairs and Aid envelope also 
includes resources for participation in world exhibi- 
tions, for the operating costs of the Petro-Canada 
International Assistance Corporation, the Interna- 
tional Centre for Ocean Development and the Inter- 
national Development Research Centre, which sup- 
ports research into the problems of the developing 
regions of the world. The financial support for inter- 
national financial institutions that is included in the 
Estimates of the Department of Finance is also within 
this envelope, as is the Canadian Institute for Interna- 
tional Peace and Security and the International Joint 
Commission, which concerns itself with a variety of 
boundary water and environmental issues along the 
United States-Canada border.

Spending in this envelope will exceed that of the pre- 
vious year by $400 million. Most of the increase is 
reflected in the 1987-88 Main Estimates total of 
$3,392 million but there is some provision for Supple- 
mentary Estimates during the year. 

The increase of $78 million provided to the 
Department of External Affairs is primarily for cost 
increases of $32 million associated with operations 
abroad, together with $10 million for the Trade 
Negotiations Office, and $36 million for other work- 
load increases.

The 1987-88 budgetary expenditures include 


ODA cash requirements of $2,583 million. The main 


reason this amount differs from the ODA total shown 
in Table 3.9 is that, for the most part, participation 
by Canada in the financing of international financial 
institutions is made by issuing promissory notes. Cash 
is drawn against these notes by recipient institutions 
in future years as required and it is a forecast of the 
actual cash draws in 1987-88 that is included in the 
Main Estimates. The full value of the notes is, how- 
ever, included in the calculation of ODA in the year 
in which they are issued, and is so reported to the 
Development Assistance Committee of the Organiza- 
tion for Economic Cooperation and Development 


(OECD). The remaining difference between the 
ODA total and budgetary cash requirements is the 


imputed value of Canada’s support to students and 
trainees from developing countries. These amounts 
will be included in Canada’s 1987 report to the

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Defence Envelope 


Purpose of Expenditures 


The Defence envelope consists of expenditures for the 
Department of National Defence. Defence Construc- 
tion (1951) Limited, a Crown corporation which pro- 
vides contracting and supervision services for con- 
struction projects, is now included in the Services to 
Government: envelope. 

The objective of the Defence Services Program is 
to maintain the security of Canada and to contribute 
to the maintenance of world peace. In support of this 
objective, the program includes the activities of the 
Canadian Forces which supplement and support civil- 
ian authorities in maintaining surveillance, and pre- 
serving control over and security within territory 
under Canadian jurisdiction. To enhance the security 
of Canada through joint defence measures, the pro- 
gram supports Canadian participation in the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization (NATO) and coopera- 
tion with the United States in the defence of North 
America. In order to promote international stability, 
the program provides military assistance to United 
Nations’ sponsored peacekeeping operations as well 
as military training to friendly nations. The program 
also mobilizes resources to assist in emergency or 
disaster relief and search and rescue operations.

Expenditure Highlights for 1987-88 


Defence spending will rise from $9.8 billion in 1986- 
87 to $10.2 billion in 1987-88. This represents an 
increase of $435 million or 4.5 per cent. Total spend- 
ing in this envelope is somewhat lower than the Main 
Estimates primarily because of the elimination of 
internal transactions as part of the consolidation 
adjustment. 

Personnel costs represent approximately 44 per 
cent of Defence expenditures. This includes the 
wages, salaries, and benefits for almost 120,000 mili- 
tary and civilian personnel. The next largest category 
is capital expenditure (about 26 per cent of the 
Defence budget), reflecting a continuing need to re- 
equip and modernize the Canadian Forces. Four 
major equipment acquisitions, the CF-18 Fighter Air- 
craft, the Canadian Patrol Frigate, the North Ameri- 
can Air Defence Modernization and the Tribal Class 
Update and Modernization programs will account for 
about one-half of the total capital budget. Other capi- 
tal expenditures are for items such as munitions, com- | 
munications and computing equipment, vehicles, air- 
craft, various construction projects, and research and 
development. The remainder of the Defence budget is 
mostly non-personnel operating expenditures, a cate- 
gory which includes such items as fuel, maintenance, 


and supplies.

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Services to Government Envelope 


Purpose of Expenditures 


The Services to Government envelope comprises a 
group of government departments and agencies 
engaged in a variety of activities. Some, such as Pub- 
lic Works, the Public Service Commission, and Sup- 
ply and Services, direct virtually all their resources to 
the support of other departments and agencies. Oth- 
ers, such as the Canada Post Corporation, Statistics 
Canada and the National Capital Commission, pro- 
vide their services mainly to the public. National 
Revenue collects taxes and duties on behalf of the 
government. The envelope also includes a number of 
smaller agencies such as the Economic Council of 
Canada, an advisory body engaged in economic 
research, and the Tariff Board, which adjudicates 
appeals of customs and excise rulings. 

Public Works, one of the envelope’s largest 
departments, has several functions. It provides 
accommodation, through construction, purchase or 
lease, and architectural, engineering and related ser- 
vices to federal departments and agencies; constructs 
and maintains roads and bridges under federal juris- 
diction; manages surplus federal lands; and issues 
grants to municipal and other authorities in lieu of 
taxes on federal government property. (The grants 
themselves form part of the Fiscal Arrangements 
envelope). The National Capital Commission has a 
mandate to maintain and enhance the National Capi- 
tal’s physical image and to organize, assist and coor- 
dinate national events and activities that will enrich 
the cultural and social fabric of Canada. Responsibil- 
ity for Defence Construction (1951) Limited which is 
the government’s contract agency for major construc- 
tion, repair and maintenance for the Department of 
National Defence has been transferred to Public 
Works from National Defence.

National Revenue administers a variety of acts 
including the Customs Act, the Excise Tax Act and 
the Income Tax Act. It also carries out administrative 
functions on behalf of other federal departments, such 
as the collection of Canada Pension Plan contribu- 
tions and unemployment insurance premiums, and on 
behalf of provincial governments in respect of the col- 
lection of provincial income taxes and the administra- 
tion of various tax credit plans. 

Another department with large appropriations 
assigned to this envelope is the Treasury Board 
Secretariat. Its Estimates within this envelope include 
the government’s contribution, as employer, to 
employee insurance plans and expenditures for the 
central administration of the Public Service. Employ- 
ment initiatives within the Treasury Board appropria- 
tions form part of the Social Development envelope. 
The Government Contingencies vote is not included 
in any envelope as it is part of the reserves within the 
expenditure framework. | 

The Department of Finance provides advice to 
the government on the economic and financial situa- 
tion, the overall fiscal framework, debt management 
and the tax system. It also administers such programs 
as Fiscal Transfer Payments. | 

The Main Estimates also include a provision for 
payments to the Canada Post Corporation for postal 
infrastructure requirements in relation to cultural 
mailings and for capital projects.

Main Estimates for this envelope have increased by 
$378 million over 1986-87 levels, due mainly to 
increased appropriations for the Canada Post Corpo- 
ration, payments to financial institutions for services 
provided, increases for domestic coinage and 
‘increases for tax processing. These have been offset 
‘somewhat by declines in the Department of Public 
Works and Statistics Canada. The growth in the 
envelope total is less primarily because the forecast of 
total spending for 1986-87 has been updated to reflect 
increased funding for the Canada Post Corporation. 

| More than 85 per cent of the Estimates tabled 
for this envelope are accounted for by seven depart- 
ments or agencies. They are Public Works ($988 mil- 
lion), Taxation ($821 million), Customs and Excise 
($479 million), the Treasury Board Secretariat ($345 
million), the Canada Post Corporation ($375 
million), Supply and Services Canada ($254 million), 
and Statistics Canada ($213 million). 

The provision of accommodation for other gov- 
ernment departments is the major component of Pub- 
lic Works’ appropriations and represents $713 million 
(of Public Works’ Estimates, net of revenue. 
_Taxation’s Estimates include funding for the process- 
‘ing of tax returns and related appeals and to provide 
for compliance with tax legislation. Similarly, the 
Estimates for Customs and Excise reflect the costs of 
collecting duties and taxes and ensuring compliance 
with customs and excise legislation. This year’s Esti- 
mates also include $27 million for development work 
towards implementation of the New Customs Com- 
mercial System, which includes provisions for a new 
international tariff classification system expected to 
be introduced in January 1988. The largest single 
item for the Treasury Board Secretariat which is 
included in this envelope is the $280 million in contri- 
butions, as the employer, to various insurance plans 
affecting Public Service employees. 

The Main Estimates for the Canada Post Corpo- 
‘ration will total $375 million in 1987-88 of which 
$152 million is to provide a subsidy for postal infras- 
tructure related to cultural mailings, $161 million is 
for capital expenditures and $32 million is for services 
\provided to Members of Parliament, the blind, and 
Northern residents, and a further $30 million is pro- 


vided under statutory authority for the operating defi- 
cit of the Corporation. 

The net cost to the envelope of the Supply and 
Services Program is $254 million. Supply operations 
are, for the most part, financed through the Supply 
Revolving Fund on a revenue-dependent basis so that 
the full costs of acquiring materials used by the vari- 
ous government departments can be reflected in the 
costs for those individual departments. Expenditures 
in the Receiver General area will amount to $238 mil- 
lion, of which $34 million is to compensate financial 
institutions for such banking services as cheque cash- 
ing and the handling of direct deposits. These services 
were previously provided without charge in exchange 
for the maintenance of non-interest bearing funds on 
deposit with financial institutions. Under the new 
arrangement, the government will pay fees for ser- 
vices and earn interest on its deposits. The fees paid 
and interest earned are expected to be approximately 
equal in 1987-88. 

The significant reduction of $80 million in the 
Statistics Canada budget is mainly due to the comple- 


~ tion of the collection phase of the 1986 Census. 


Other major components of the envelope are the 
Department of Finance, the Public Service Commis- 
sion and the National Capital Commission. 

More than one-half of the Finance Estimates in 
this envelope represent the purchase of metals for the 
production of domestic coinage. This is partly due to 
the introduction of the new one dollar coin which has 
resulted in an increase of $21 million. The revenue 
produced by the domestic coinage operations is cred- 
ited to the Consolidated Revenue Fund as part of 
non-tax budgetary revenue. The remainder of the 
Finance Estimates in the envelope include the costs of 
administering large statutory programs and providing 
financial and economic policy advice, as well as the 
costs of such programs as the Inspector General of 
Banks. 

The Public Service Commission will spend a 
total of $127 million to undertake staffing operations 
other than those delegated to individual departments, 
to assume a large portion of the language training 
costs for the Public Service and to handle appeal 
actions by public servants under the Public Service 
Employment Act. Developmental training programs 
are operated by the Commission on a cost-recovered 
basis. 


The Expenditure Plan by Envelope 35 


The major expenditures of the National Capital 
Commission are for planning and developing federal 
land in the National Capital Region and for organiz- 
ing, coordinating and developing national events and 
activities in that region. 

The budget of the Commissioner of Official Lan- 
guages has been increased to $11 million to permit an 
expansion of regional operations.

The size of the Public Debt envelope is primarily a 
function of the accumulation of past budgetary defi- 
cits or, in other words, the stock of net public debt 
outstanding. Net public debt has increased dramati- 
cally in the past decade. The accumulation of debt 
results in increasing interest charges. Interest rates 
are also an important determinant of public debt 
charges, especially in the short term. The projected 
level of public debt charges for 1987-88 is determined 
by the stock of debt outstanding at the beginning of 
the year, by anticipated debt market operations dur- 
ing the year and by certain interest rate assumptions. 
In this respect, the Public Debt envelope differs from 
other envelopes, and cannot be viewed as a planned 
expenditure level.

Chapter 4 
Expenditures by Type of Payment 


The previous chapter focused on the purposes for 
which departments spend. This chapter addresses how 
funds are spent across the government as a whole. 
Government expenditures can be categorized as 
transfers of funds to particular bodies or individuals, 


as payments of debt servicing costs, as payments to 


Crown corporations, or as expenditures for ongoing 


operations of departments and agencies. Table 4.1 


‘presents a classification of the budgetary Main Esti- 


‘mates according to these various types of payment.

Transfer payments comprise government expen- 
ditures, such as grants and contributions, that do not 
result in the direct receipt of goods or services. Such 
payments are made to other levels of government, to 
persons and to organizations. In total, the 1987-88 
Main Estimates provide for transfer payments of 
$52,865 million, about 48 per cent of the total, and an 
increase of 2.2 per cent from the 1986-87 Main Esti- 
mates. Transfer payments account for over one-half 
of the total growth in budgetary Main Estimates, 
exclusive of public debt charges. 

Transfer payments to other levels of government 
as presented in Table 4.2 are estimated to be $21,296 
million in 1987-88.

Under the Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrange- 
ments and Federal Post-Secondary Education and 
Health Contributions Act, the federal government 
contributes to the financing of insured health services, 
extended health care and post-secondary education. 
The total contribution takes the form of a cash pay- 
ment and a tax transfer, and increases from year to 
year with growth in the national economy. The value 
of the tax transfer grows with the yield of the per- 
sonal and corporate tax room transferred to the prov- 
inces, while the difference between the total contribu- 
tion and the value of the tax transfer constitutes the 
cash payment. The 1987-88 Main Estimates include 
$9,209 million for the cash portion of this program. 
The total contribution, including both the tax transfer 
and cash payment, is expected to amount to $17.6 bil- 
lion for 1987-88, an increase of 5.1 per cent from 
1986-87. 

Federal contributions to the provinces under the 
Canada Assistance Plan are authorized by legislation 
passed in 1966. The federal contribution amounts to 
50 per cent of eligible provincial and municipal 
expenditures for assistance payments to persons in 
need, and for certain welfare and health services. 
Each province administers its own social assistance 
programs. Estimated federal expenditures in 1987-88 
under the Canada Assistance Plan increase by 3.3 per 
cent. 
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Fiscal transfer payments include equalization 
payments, subsidies under the Constitution Acts, 
Public Utilities Income Tax Transfer and Reciprocal 
Taxation. Equalization payments, accounting for 
some 95 per cent of these transfers, are unconditional 
payments to provinces to raise, to some standard 
level, the per capita revenue-raising capacity of lower- 
income provinces, in order that they can provide their 
residents with reasonable levels of public services at 
reasonable levels of taxation. The standard is deter- 
mined by the average fiscal capacity of the five prov- 
inces of British Columbia, Saskatchewan, Manitoba, 
Ontario and Quebec. 

Payments to persons account for over 40 per cent 
of total transfer payments and almost 20 per cent of 


_the 1987-88 budgetary Main Estimates. Old Age 


Security, Guaranteed Income Supplement and 
Spouse’s Allowance payments together account for a 
significant portion of the payments in this category as 
shown in Table 4.3. These payments to the elderly of 
$14,593 million are $912 million higher than the cor- 
responding 1986-87 level. |

Old Age Security payments are made to ail eli- 
_ gible Canadians over the age of 65, while the Guaran- 
teed Income Supplement is paid to those Canadians 
receiving Old Age Security who qualify on the basis 
of an income test. The growth in individual payments 
-is indexed by legislation. The increased amount for 
| these payments is attributable to higher monthly ben- 
efits resulting from indexation and to growth in the 
size of the eligible populations. 

Another major program in the transfers to per- 
sons category is Family Allowances. Payments under 
this program are made to all Canadian families with 
children under the age of 18 and are indexed annu- 
ally. While the Family Allowance Act provides for 


_ the average payment per child to be escalated, the 


legislation incorporates a flexible formula that per- 


mits a province to vary payments according to the 
number and ages of the children in a family.

The government’s contribution to the Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Account, along with the premiums 
paid by employers and employed workers, is used to 
finance unemployment insurance benefits. 

The above-mentioned programs account for 
more than 90 per cent of total transfers to persons. In 
addition, they account for almost all of the growth in 
this type of payment between the Main Estimates for 
the two years. 

The subsidies category of transfer payments, 
illustrated in Table 4.4, has decreased to $1,577 mil- 
lion, a drop of $754 million from the 1986-87 Main 
Estimates. This decrease reflects a change of similar 
magnitude in petroleum incentive payments and other 
energy-related subsidies partially offset by increases 
in agricultural-related programs.

The relatively large growth in the area of 
development aid reflects Canada’s commitment to 
maintain ODA expenditures at 0.5 per cent of GNP 
to the end of this decade, and indicates the high pri- 
ority placed on development assistance within the for- 
eign affairs sector. The second largest component of 
this category of spending consists of employment 
creation initiatives administered by Employment and 
Immigration. A significant increase is evident in the 
contributions to Indian Bands and Inuit and organiza- 
tions to provide assistance for various educational, 
cultural and economic development initiatives. The 
remaining payments include such contributions as 
those under Economic and Regional Development 
Subsidiary Agreements, the Industrial and Regional 
Development Act, and payments under the Canada 
Student Loans Act. 
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Public debt charges are shown in Table 4.6. They 
include the interest due and payable on outstanding 
debt as well as servicing costs and costs of issuing new 
loans. Their share in total expenditures has risen 
_ steadily in recent years. Public debt charges account 
_ for 43 per cent of the growth in statutory programs in 
these Main Estimates.

Most of the growth in payments to Crown corpo- 
rations is accounted for by the Canada Post Corpora- 
tion. At the time the 1986-87 Main Estimates were 
prepared, the government and Canada Post had not 

yet established the new direction for the Corporation, 
and therefore the amounts included in last year’s 
' Main Estimates do not reflect the full funding pro- 
vided to Canada Post in that year. This year’s Main 
Estimates provision fully reflects the funding which 
the government has agreed to provide the Corpora- 


tion. This includes capital improvements, support for 
postal infrastructure related to cultural mailings, and 
compensation for services to Members of Parliament, 
blind persons, and Northern residents. Significant 
decreases in Crown corporation payments occur in 
Atomic Energy of Canada Limited, Cape Breton 
Development Corporation and Marine Atlantic Inc., 
although these are partly offset by increased pay- 
ments to Canada Mortgage and Housing Corpora- 
tion. 
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The final category of expenditures includes the 
operating and capital requirements of government 
departments and agencies and is shown in Table 4.8. 
Because the expenditures of the Department of 
National Defence constitute such a large portion of 
this category, they are displayed separately.

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Chapter 5 
\ppropriations Outside the 
ixpenditure Framework 


jarlier chapters have described how the Main Esti- 
nates fit into the government’s overall expenditure 
framework. This chapter addresses why certain types 
of appropriations do not form part of that framework 
ind how they fit into the government’s overall plan- 
ing. 

In the late 1970s and the early 1980s, the expen- 
liture framework encompassed both budgetary 
expenditure and non-budgetary loans, investments 
and advances (LIA). The underlying common factor 
vas the fact that the government was providing the 
‘unding for both types of disbursements. In recent 
years, the expenditure framework has focused on 
oudgetary spending only, but the definition of budget- 
ary expenditure has been expanded to include the 
concessionary or grant portion of LIA. 

There is a real distinction between the use of 
unds for investment purposes and the use of funds 

or current expenditure... Loans, 
idvances are reflected as non-budgetary 
decause, as the names suggest, they result in increases 
n the government’s financial holdings. If and when 
chose financial holdings are subsequently disposed of, 
che government’s cash balances rise to offset the 
decline in its other financial assets. This differs from 
che treatment of earnings received and opportunity 
2osts borne throughout the terms of those invest- 
ments. The interest the government pays on funds 
borrowed to make the initial investment is recorded as 
oudgetary expenditure in the form of public debt 
charges, and the income earned as a result of those 
investments is recorded as budgetary non-tax revenue. 
LIA items appear in Main Estimates because the pur- 
chase of the financial assets they represent can only 
be undertaken with the authority provided by a par- 
liamentary appropriation. However, they do not 
represent an expenditure for work performed, goods 
received or services rendered, nor are they transfer 
payments. 


investments and 
items 


As previously stated, the definition of budgetary 
expenditure has been expanded to recognize the fact 
that certain loans, investments or advances do not 
result in any real change in the government’s asset 
holdings because they neither produce any income 
stream for the government, nor are they fully recover- 
able. This can occur for a variety of reasons including 
changing circumstances during the term of the invest- 
ment. Such transactions do not result in any real 
change in the financial assets of the government. For 
this reason, the expenditure framework allows for the 
recognition of such loans and investments as being the 
equivalent of budgetary spending through an explicit 
budgetary expenditure entry known as the provision 
for valuation. Loans, investments and advances are 
initially recorded at cost and are subject to valuation 
adjustments annually to reflect estimated losses 
whether realized or not. Such adjustments are 
recorded as budgetary expenditures on the authoriza- 
tion of the Minister of Finance and the President of 
the Treasury Board under Section 54 of the Financial 
Administration Act and result in offsetting entries in 
the non-budgetary transactions. 

While the remaining loans, investments and 
advances do not directly form part of the expenditure 
framework, they are an-integral part of the govern- 
ment’s overall Fiscal Plan. That plan encompasses 
revenues and expenditures and the resulting budget- 
ary position together with loans, investments and 
advances and other non-budgetary transactions. In 
combination, these result in the total 
requirements which must be financed through debt or 
exchange transactions. In 1987-88, the LIA transac- 
tions are forecast to yield a net source of funds 
thereby decreasing the government’s financial 
requirements from what they otherwise would have 
been. 

The remainder of this chapter is devoted to a 
presentation of the loans, investments and advances 
for which authority is being sought in these Main 
Estimates. 


financial 
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The 1987-88 Main Estimates include non-budg- 
etary LIA items which involve the acquisition and 
repayment of financial assets from federal Crown cor- 
porations, from industry, other governments and 
international financial institutions. Table 5.1 summa- 
rizes the 1987-88 loans in comparison with those 
included in the 1986-87 Main Estimates according to 
category of borrower.

Loans and advances to, or investments in, Crown 
corporations and agencies represent the financial 
claims held by the government against corporations 
for working capital, capital expenditure and other 
purposes, investment in the capital stock of corpora- 
tions, and loans and advances to corporations for re- 
lending. The net repayments from loans, investments 
and advances to Crown corporations and agencies 
providing financial assistance to the private sector are 
entirely accounted for by the Canada Mortgage and 
Housing Corporation and the Export Development 
Corporation. 

The remaining $2 million represents payments to 
the Canada Ports Corporation.

Table 5.2 sets out repayments of loans made in 
previous years which have not been offset against new 
loans in 1987-88 and thus do not appear elsewhere in 
the Main Estimates documentation. The large 
increase in the forecast repayments for the Farm 
Credit Corporation reflects the refinancing from the 
private sector of the Corporation’s loan portfolio fol- 
lowing the introduction of the Commodity -Based 
Loan Program. This program, introduced as part of 
the Farm Financial Assistance initiatives in the Feb- 
ruary 1986 Budget, enables FCC to provide credit to 
farmers on favourable terms.

The purpose of these Estimates is to present to Parliament the budgetary and non-budgetary (loans, investments and 
advances ) expenditure proposals of the government for the fiscal year 1987-88. These Estimates include items, 
referred to as Votes, which Parliament is asked to approve through an Appropriation Act, as well as other Statutory 
items, for which the required expenditures have already been approved through existing legislation and which are 
included only for information purposes. The proposals with respect to Voted items are conveyed formally in these 
Estimates in the wording and amount of the Votes which, when included in an Appropriation Act, become the 
governing conditions under which the expenditures may be made. 

These Main Estimates (referred to as Part II of the Estimates) result from an extensive review of the form of the 
Estimates that began in 1980. The review was initiated in response to suggestions for simplifying information in 
Estimates as well as providing more information on the actual performance of government programs. Leading 
proponents for change included the Auditor General, the Public Accounts Committee and the Royal Commission on 
Financial Management and Accountability. Various needs were identified ranging from an aggregate multi-year 
expenditure plan, developed within the context of the overall fiscal plan and highlighting expenditure priorities over 
future years, to detailed information for all departmental and agency programs including, where possible, estimates of 
measurable results for money spent. 

In response to these needs, a review of the Estimates was initiated resulting in the development of a three part 
concept. Extensive discussions were held with the Public Accounts Committee as well as individual Members of 
Parliament, culminating in a report tabled in the House of Commons by the Public Accounts Committee that strongly 
endorsed the three part concept and recommended that implementation proceed with priority. The report and its 
recommendations received unanimous consent. 

Estimates are divided into three parts, with each part providing successively more information on government 
expenditure plans. Part I, tabled in Parliament for the first time in 1981-82, is titled the Government Expenditure 
Plan and provides an overview of federal spending. It examines the government’s expenditure plan and situates the 
Main Estimates within that plan. It represents the point of accountability for the government for adherence to the 
expenditure plan. 

Part IJ, the Main Estimates, is the document that directly supports the Appropriation Act, and was first tabled in 
this format in 1985-86. A description of its contents is provided later in this preface. 

Concurrent with Parts J and II, Part II, entitled Department Expenditure Plan, is tabled annually in Parliament by 
the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the Ministers responsible for individual departments and agencies. 
The structure of each expenditure plan is modular, allowing access to increasing levels of detail on programs. It 
provides information on the objectives and results of individual programs, including linkages between resource 
requirements; results (both planned and realized ); and objectives. This includes analysis by Object of Expenditure, the 
distribution of person-years by occupational category, a listing of major capital projects and derivation of the net 
program cost. 

The basic structural units of the Main Estimates are the Votes and Statutory items which total the proposed 
expenditures under each departmental or agency program (defined as a collection of activities having the same 
objective or set of objectives). The following paragraphs outline the approach followed in presenting the Main 
Estimates. 

All Estimates data shown for the previous year in Part IJ are taken from the Main Estimates for that year. This 
approach was adopted to ensure that all previous year numbers were displayed on a consistent basis, both across all 
departments and agencies as well as within the current year Main Estimates. In a number of cases, adjustments have 
been made to the 1986-87 Main Estimates amounts to reflect changes in organizational components, transfer of 
responsibility, or revised displays. This technique provides a more relevant basis for comparison. 


1987-88 Main Estimates in Summary 


There are five government-wide summary tables included in the Introduction. The first table identifies budgetary and 
non-budgetary Main Estimates by department and agency and by type of Parliamentary authority. Budgetary estimates 
encompass the cost of servicing the public debt; operating and capital expenditures of government departments and 
agencies; transfer payments and subsidies to other levels of government, organizations and individuals; and payments 
to Crown corporations. Loans, investments and advances, or non-budgetary expenditures, are outlays which represent 
changes in the value of the financial assets of the Government of Canada. Type of Parliamentary authority distinguishes 
between expenditures which are Statutory and those requiring annually Voted appropriations. 

The second summary table shows the distribution of budgetary Main Estimates by department and agency and 
Standard Object of Expenditure. The twelve Standard Objects of Expenditure are described in the Appendix to this 
Preface. 

The third summary table shows authorized person-years, by department and agency, for those departments and 
agencies whose person-years are subject to Treasury Board control. A person-year is the unit of control for personnel 
resources and refers to the employment of one person for one full year or the equivalent thereof (for example, the 
employment of three persons for four months each). A person-year may consist of regular time personnel (whether in 
Canada or abroad ), continuing and non-continuing, full-time, part time, seasonal, term or casual employees as well as 
ministerial staff, Governor in Council appointees, and other types of employees. With few exceptions, the Treasury 
Board directly controls the person-years of departments and agencies listed in Schedule I, Parts I and II, of the Public 
Service Staff Relations Act. 

The fourth table is the Proposed Schedule to the Appropriation Bill. This includes the Vote wording and Main 
Estimates amounts for all Votes that will be proposed to Parliament for approval. 

The final table is the Forecast of Statutory Expenditures. This table includes the current forecast of expenditures 
for each statutory authority within a program for which a financial requirement has been identified for inclusion in the 
Estimates. The purpose of this table is to provide Parliament with a comprehensive listing of all statutory expenditure 
forecasts that are included in these Estimates. 


The Presentation by Ministry, Department and Agency 


The programs for the departments and agencies for which a Minister is responsible or reports to Parliament are 
grouped together to provide a total ministry presentation. The ministries are then arranged in alphabetical order to 
make up the complete Main Estimates. The Ministries of State, which may be formed under authority of the 
Government Organization Act, 1970, involve a more restrictive meaning of the term Ministry than that used here. 
Ministries of State are treated as departments for presentation purposes in these Estimates. 

Each ministry presentation will begin with a ministry summary table that shows, by Vote or Statutory item, the 
amount included in the Main Estimates for all programs comprising that Ministry. Abbreviated wordings are used in 
this table. 

In general, the program presentation is made up of four sections, as explained below. Where a section is 
inappropriate to the nature of a program it does not appear in the presentation for that program. 


Objectives 
A statement of the Objectives for each program is provided. 


Activity Description 
The program is then explained through a description of the work carried on in each activity in pursuit of program 
objectives. 


The Program by Activities Table 
This table is designed to show in one place the total financial and person-year resources proposed for the program. The 
amounts of Voted and Statutory authorities are combined and distributed across the activities of each program. 
Activities are presented vertically with expenditures for each activity under the headings of Operating, Capital, 
Transfer Payments (Grants and Contributions ) and Loans, investments and advances displayed horizontally on the 
table. Revenue credited to the Vote, for those departments and agencies authorized to do so, and revenue associated 
with Revolving Funds is also included in this Table. 

Receipts credited to general non-tax revenue and services provided without charge by other government 
departments are included in Part II. 
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Transfer Payments 

The transfer payments related to the program are specified. A transfer payment is a grant, contribution, or other 
transfer payment for which no goods and services are received, made for the purpose of furthering program objectives. 
Grants contributions and other transfer payments differ in five respects. First, contributions are conditional transfer 
payments whereas grants are unconditional. Second, contributions are subject to audit, while grants are not. Third, 
contributions require an arrangement between the recipient and the donor identifying the terms and conditions 
governing the payment, while grants do not. Fourth, other transfer payments are payments based on legislation or an 


| arrangement which normally include a formula or schedule of payments as one element used to determine the annual 


amount; however, once a payment is made the recipient may redistribute the funds among the several categories of 
expenditure identified in the legislation or arrangement. Finally, the words shown in the Estimates describing a grant 
have a legislative character while those describing contributions and other transfer payments have only an informative 
character. 


Revolving Funds 

A Revolving Fund is a continuing or non-lapsing authorization by Parliament to make payments out of the 
Consolidated Revenue Fund up to a stipulated limit. As part of this authorization, these expenditure requirements can 
be offset, to the extent possible, by revenues generated. 

There are two related but different measures of financial activity over the fiscal year in a Revolving Fund. The first 
measures profit or loss in a manner similar to any commercial enterprise. The second involves the level of cash 
necessary to meet the capital and operating requirements of the Fund. This relates to the use of the authorizations 
provided by Parliament. In order to reconcile these two items, it is necessary to adjust the calculated profit or loss for 
any entries, such as depreciation, that do not involve the outlay of cash. It is also necessary to include transactions that 
require cash but are not part of the profit or loss calculations. The normal items to be considered in this respect 
include the financing of net assets (working capital), new capital acquisitions and, in some cases, accumulated 
operating deficits. Because of its relationship to the Parliamentary authorization, it is this use of cash that is the 
primary focus of the display in Estimates. ; 

Revolving Funds may be used to finance programs, activities within programs or parts of activities. If an entire 
program is funded through a Revolving Fund, the basic Program by Activities Table is supplemented by another table 
that shows the operating profit or loss of each activity of the program. A footnote to this table will reconcile the overall 
profit or loss to the Estimates cash requirement and make reference to Part III for further information. 

If an activity of a program is entirely financed through a Revolving Fund, that activity will be shown on a cash basis 
in the Program by Activities Table. This display will then be footnoted to relate the expected operating loss or profit to 


the Estimates cash requirements and make reference to Part III for further information. When part of an activity is 


_ funded through a Revolving Fund, a footnote to the table will disclose the expected operating profit or loss, relate that 


balance to the Estimates cash requirement or make reference to Part III for further information. 
Crown Corporations 


The general principle followed in Part II of the Estimates is to provide information related to operations being funded 
through appropriations, rather than the corporate financial plan in its entirety. The Summaries of corporate plans and 
budgets, tabled separately, are intended to be the source of more detailed information for the use of parliamentarians 
in their review of Crown Corporations’ spending. 

Crown corporations for which appropriations are being requested can be displayed in one of two ways: 

(i) in some cases, the funding for a Crown Corporation forms part of a Program for a Department; 

(ii) in other cases, the Crown Corporation is treated separately, as an organization within a Department or 

Ministry. 

In all cases, a separate presentation is provided for Crown Corporations displays (although in the case of (i) 
above the display is for information only and is entitled “further details’’). Each Crown Corporation display consists of 
three standard sections: 

(b) Objective(s) 

(c) Description of Funding Through Appropriations 

(d) Summary of Funding Through Appropriations. 


Objective(s) 
This section describes the objectives of the Crown Corporation. 
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Description of Funding through Appropriations 

This section outlines the major businesses and activities for which funding through appropriations is needed. The 
section also describes, to the extent disclosed in the Summary of Funding Through Appropriations, major categories of 
expenses. 


Summary of Funding through Appropriations 
This table provides details of financial requirements to be met through appropriations. Formats may vary according to 
the circumstances of individual corporations and the form of disclosure adopted in their summaries of corporate plans 
and budgets and their annual financial statements. The presentation: 
(i) separates budgetary and non-budgetary funding according to the major business and activities of the 
corporation; 
(ii) identifies the amount of budgetary funding required for operating purposes, acquisition of fixed assets and 
other non-current assets; 
(iii) if budgetary funds are required for operating purposes, identifies the planned expenses, revenues and non- 
cash or other adjustments upon which the request is based. 
This table also shows person-year resources if they are controlled. 


Vote Structure 


In general, the program and Vote structure correspond in that there is usually only one Vote for each program. The 
wording of a Vote and its amount are included in an Appropriation Act which provides the authority and the limit for 
payments to be charged against the Vote; it does not create a commitment to spend the entire amount. There are, 
however, certain exceptions to the normal Vote structure as outlined in the following paragraphs. 


Capital and Grants and Contributions 

The most frequent departures from this concept occur when the capital or grants, contributions and other transfer 
payments expenditures for a program are large. Where capital expenditures within a program equal or exceed 

$5 million, there is a ‘“capital expenditures Vote” and where the total of transfer payments equals or exceeds $5 million, 
there is a ‘‘transfer payments Vote’’, in addition to any Vote for operating expenditures. Capital expenditures are defined 
as those falling under Standard Objects 8 and 9, which cover the construction and acquisition of lands, buildings, works, 
machinery and equipment. Where a department expects to draw upon its own labour or supplies and materials or 
employs consultants for purposes of creating capital assets, the expected outlays under these headings are also included 
in capital expenditure Votes where such Votes are required. The inclusion of a grant, contribution or other transfer 
payment item in Estimates imposes no requirement to pay any or all of the amount, nor does it give a projective recipient 
any right to the funds. 


Special Votes 

Crown Corporation Deficits and Separate Legal Entities — The one Vote to one program concept does not apply in 
situations where a separate Vote is established to cover the appropriation necessary for a payment to a Crown 
corporation or the expenditures of a legal entity where such expenditures are included in a larger program. A legal entity 
for these purposes is defined as a unit of government operating under an Act of Parliament and responsible directly toa 
Minister. 

Occasionally, there are unique circumstances calling for special approaches to Vote structures. These include the 
Medical Services and the XV Olympic Games Programs of National Health and Welfare, the two Treasury Board 
centrally financed Votes — Treasury Board Contingencies Vote and Treasury Board portion of the Employment Strategy, 
and the Canadian Security Intelligence Service. 

Medical Services Program — The payments made for medical assistance to Indian bands and Indian and Inuit 
associations or groups under the Medical Services Program of the Department of National Health and Welfare are all in 
the contributions category which, since they exceed $5 million in total, would ordinarily be included in a separate 
grants and contributions Vote. An exception is made in this case and the contributions under this program are carried in 
the operating expenditures Vote so as to allow the department flexibility to provide the required assistance in the most 
effective manner throughout the year, whether through contributions or through measures normally financed in the 
operating expenditures Vote. 

XV Olympic Winter Games Program — The Government of Canada has pledged to support the XV Olympic Winter 
Games. In order to allow the department the necessary flexibility to fulfill this pledge in the most effective manner 
during the last year of major expenditures in the Program, a similar exception has been made which combines the 
required financial authorities into one program expenditures Vote. 
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Treasury Board Contingencies Vote — This Vote provides funds to meet expenditures of a miscellaneous character 
which cannot be foreseen when the Estimates are developed and to meet the additional paylist costs arising out of 
collective bargaining agreements that come into effect in the Estimates Year and which exceed the provision for these 
costs included in individual Votes of departments and agencies. Allotments made from the Contingencies Vote in the 
course of the fiscal year are subsequently recouped through the Supplementary Estimates except for allotments for 
paylist purposes which do not reflect changes in the content or level of activity of the program to which they are made; 
these usually provide for increased rates of pay arising out of collective bargaining agreements. Following an approach 
similar to that used for the other non-salary allotments would require the inclusion in Supplementary Estimates of items 
in identical terms for most departments and agencies and would result in an inordinate increase in the size of the 
Supplementary Estimates document without a corresponding increase in its informative character. It is for this reason 
that allotments for paylist purposes are not recouped. 

Treasury Board portion of the Employment Strategy — This Vote provides for the supplementing of other Votes for 
portions of the Employment Strategy Program which could not be included in the appropriate Votes of the departments 
or agencies at the time the Estimates were prepared. Treasury Board supplements Votes in other departments or 
agencies on the basis of component programs whose levels are determined annually. 

Canadian Security Intelligence Service— For administrative purposes, all operating and capital expenditures have 
been combined in a single Program Expenditures Vote. 


Summary 

In summary, the following kinds of Votes occur in the Estimates in addition to Statutory items and with the exceptions 

noted above. 

(a) Program Expenditures Votes — This type of Vote will occur only where there is no requirement for either a separate 
“capital expenditures” Vote or a “grants and contributions” Vote because neither of these proposed expenditures 
equals or exceeds $5 million. In these cases, all expenditures of the program will be charged to the program 
expenditures Vote. 

(b) Operating Expenditures Votes — This type of Vote will be used to cover operating expenditures when there is at the 
same time a requirement for either a capital expenditures Vote or a grants and contributions Vote or both. When an 
operating expenditures Vote is used and there is no requirement for a capital expenditures Vote, that is when 
capital expenditures do not equal or exceed $5 million, capital expenditures will be included in the operating 
expenditures Vote. Where an operating expenditures Vote is used and there is no requirement for a grants and 
contributions Vote, that is when grants and contributions do not equal or exceed $5 million, grants and 
contributions will be included in the operating expenditures Vote. 

(c) Capital Expenditures Votes — This type of Vote will be used when the capital expenditures in a program equal or 
exceed $5 million. 

(da) Grants and Contributions Votes — This type of Vote will be used when the amount of grants and contributions ina 
program equals or exceeds $5 million. 

(e) Non-Budgetary Votes — This type of Vote, preceded by the letter L, is used for non-budgetary items such as loans or 
advances to and investments in Crown Corporations; loans or advances for specific purposes to other governments 
and international organizations or persons or corporations in the private sector. 

The words “‘the grants listed in the Estimates and contributions/other transfer payments’ will be added to the 

standard Vote wording where grants, contributions and/or other transfer payments are included in the Vote. Where 

there are contributions/other transfer payments only, the words “‘the grants listed in the Estimates” are eliminated, 
and where there are grants only, the words “‘and contributions/other transfer payments” are eliminated. Should the 
need arise in the course of the year for contributions/other transfer payments in a program where the Vote wording in 

Estimates does not mention these types of expenditure, they could be charged to the program expenditures Vote or the 

operating expenditures Vote, depending on the type of Vote that had been used for the program, provided that the 

expenditure falls within the ambit of the Vote. 


Changes in 1987-88 Estimates 


The purpose of this section is two-fold. As in previous years, it will describe changes in Vote, program and other 
presentations in order to permit reconciliation of the 1986-87 Main Estimates with the 1987-88 Estimates. In 
addition, this section will detail those Votes that contain specific authority that differs from that included in the 
previous year’s Main Estimates as well as new expenditure authorities appearing for the first time. In light of the 
Speaker’s rulings, the government has made a commitment that the only legislation that will be amended through the 
Estimates process, other than cases specifically authorized by Statute, will be previous Appropriation Acts. Specific 
changes in format or authority and any new authorities are detailed below: 

Forecast of Statutory Expenditures — This new summary table appears in the 1987—88 Main Estimates for the first time. 
The purpose of the table is to provide a summary of forecast expenditures to be made under existing legislative 
authorities. 

Appropriation Authority — This paragraph has been removed from individual Program displays. In previous Main 
Estimates, the paragraph provided a general statement concerning the expenditure requirements of each Program and, 
was the only place where forecasts of statutory expenditures, expressed in dollars, were identified. Voted authorities are 
detailed in the Proposed Schedule to the Appropriation Bill and with the introduction of the new Forecast of Statutory 
Expenditures summary table, there is no longer a requirement for this paragraph. 

Agriculture — The activities of the Department of Agriculture have been reorganized in the 1987—88 Main Estimates. 
The Management and Administration Program, the Agri-Food Program and the Canadian Forestry Service Program have 
retained the titles which appeared in the 1986-87 Main Estimates; however the former Canadian Grain Commission 
Program has been renamed the Grains and Oilseeds Programs and consists of resources associated with the Canadian 
Grain Commission and the Special Group on Grains (Grains Group ). Two operating votes have been provided in this 
Program, one to identify the costs associated with the Canadian Grain Commission and the other to identify the other 
activities of the Program. The 1986-87 Main Estimates columns for each Program have been adjusted to provide an 
appropriate basis for comparison. 

Farm Credit Corporation — A new budgetary Vote has been introduced in the Estimates to provide for payments to 
offset expected loan losses during 1987-88. 

Consumer and Corporate Affairs — Following the termination of the ‘Assistance Program for Urea Formaldehyde Foam 
Insulation Homeowners’’, the amount of transfer payments in the department fell below $5 million, thereby eliminating 
the requirement for a transfer payments vote in 1987-88. However, the authorized level of capital expenditures for 
1987-88 exceeds $5 million resulting in the introduction of a capital expenditures vote in these Estimates. 

Canada Post Corporation — A new budgetary vote has been introduced to provide for payments to the Corporation for 
capital equipment and other costs which will benefit future users of postal services. 

Competition Tribunal — This agency appears for the first time in the 1987—88 Main Estimates. 

Restrictive Trade Practices Commission — This agency was terminated in 1986-87. 

Energy Mines and Resources — Payments for the purposes of the Canadian Home Insulation Program Act were included 
in a separate vote in the 1986-87 Main Estimates. The payments for 1987-88 are included in the Energy Program 
Transfer Payments Vote. 

Atomic Energy of Canada Limited — The level of capital expenditures to be voted to the Corporation in 1987-88 fell 
below $5 million. Accordingly there is no longer a requirement for a separate capital vote. 

Environment — The Parks Canada Program in the 1986-87 Main Estimates has been renamed the Parks Program in the 
1987-88 Main Estimates. 

External Affairs — The 1986-87 Main Estimates of the Canadian Interests Abroad Program contained a non-budgetary 
vote to provide working capital advances to the Paris Union of the World Intellectual Property Organization. This 
authority is not required in the 1987—88 Main Estimates. 

Canadian International Development Agency — The 1986-87 Main Estimates of the agency contained a budgetary vote 
for a payment to the Asian Development bank. This authority is not required in the 1987—88 Main Estimates. 

Indian Affairs and Northern Development — The activities of the Department of Indian Affairs and Northern 
Development have been reorganized in the 1987-88 Main Estimates. The most prominent feature of the reorganization 
is the transfer of most of the resources associated with the Native Claims Program into the Indian and Inuit Affairs 
Program. The 1986-87 Main Estimates columns for each Program have been adjusted to provide an appropriate basis for 
comparison. 

Northern Canada Power Commission — The 1986-87 Main Estimates included a non-budgetary vote to provide 
authority to make loans to the Corporation for capital expenditures. This authority is not required in the 1987-88 Main 
Estimates. 
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Defence Construction (1951) Limited — The Minister of Public Works has been designated as the Minister responsible 

| for this Crown Corporation. Accordingly, the display for the corporation now appears in the Public Works Ministry and 

the 1986-87 Main Estimates columns for National Defence have been adjusted to provide an appropriate basis for 
comparison. 

National Health and Welfare — The resources allocated to the XV Olympic Winter Games Program have been 

_ consolidated into one Program Expenditures vote in order to provide the Minister the necessary flexibility to fulfill the 

Government's pledge of support to these games. 

| Public Works — Capital expenditure requirements in the 1987-88 Main Estimates for the Government Realty Assets 

) Support Program exceed $5 million. Accordingly a new capital expenditures vote has been introduced. 

Public Works — The 1986-87 Main Estimates for the Government Realty Assets Support Program contained budgetary 

votes for payments to Canada Lands Company (Le Vieux-Port de Montréal ) Limited and Harbourfront Corporation. 

These authorities are not required in the 1987-88 Main Estimates. 

Canada Mortgage and Housing Corporation — Responsibility for the Canada Mortgage and Housing Corporation was 
transfered from the Minister of Labour to the Minister of Public Works. 

National Capital Commission — The 1986-87 Main Estimates contained a non-budgetary vote to provide loans to the 
National Capital Commission for the purpose of acquiring property in the National Capital Region. This authority is not 
required in the 1987—88 Main Estimates. 

Regional Industrial Expansion — The 1986-87 Main Estimates contained a separate budgetary vote to provide 
payments to the former Crown corporation Canadair Limited. This separate authority is not required in the 1987-88 
Main Estimates. 

Regional Industrial Expansion — A new non-budgetary vote is included in the 1987-88 Main Estimates to provide 
authority to make loans to provide financial restructuring assistance to persons associated with manufacturing, 
processing or service industries in Canada. 

Solicitor General — The level of transfer payments in the Solicitor General Program has fallen below the level of $5 
million due to the transfer of responsibility for the administration of the Young Offenders program to the Department of 
Justice. Accordingly there is no longer a requirement for a separate transfer payments vote. 

Supply and Services — As a result of a Program consolidation, the 1986-87 Main Estimates provided two Operating 
Expenditures votes to ensure that no additional authorities, beyond those approved in previous Appropriation Acts were 
proposed. The 1987-88 Main Estimates proposes one Program Expenditures vote with no additional authorities 
proposed beyond those granted in Appropriation Act No. 2 1986-87. 

Transport — The transfer payments Vote wording in the 1986-87 Main Estimates provided authority for a minimum 

1986 allowance of $50 instead of $20 as provided in the Intercolonial and Prince Edward Island Railway Employee’s 

Provided Fund Act. In the 1987—88 Main Estimates, reference to the increase has been deleted from the Vote wording. 

Transport — The 1986-87 Main Estimates contained a budgetary vote to provide a payment to the Hamilton Harbour 

Commission. This authority is not required in the 1987—88 Main Estimates. 

Transport — Main Estimates of previous years normally requested authority to make payments to the Crown corporation 

CN Marine Inc. During 1986, the name of the corporation was officially changed to Marine Atlantic Inc. 

Transport — A new budgetary vote to provide payments to the St Lawrence Seaway Authority for a maintenance program 
for the Welland Canal is included in the 1987-88 Main Estimates. 

Transport — A new budgetary vote is included in the 1987-88 Main Estimates to provide payments to reimburse the 

‘Canadian National Railway Company for a portion of benefit payments provided to some adversely affect employees. 

Transport — A new non-budgetary vote is included in the 1987—88 Main Estimates to provide authority for a loan to the 

StJohn’s Port Corporation. 

| Civil Aviation Tribunal — In 1987-88, this agency is appearing in the Main Estimates for the first time. 

Grain Transportation Agency Administrator — A new transfer payments vote has been provided for this agency as the 
level of transfer payments for 1987-88 exceeds $5 million. 

Privatization and Regulatory Affairs —\n 1987-88 this agency appears in the Main Estimates for the first time. 
Veterans Affairs — The activities of the Department of Veterans Affairs have been reorganized resulting in a significant 
‘number of resources transferred from the Canadian Pension Commission Program to the Veterans Affairs Program 
including all transfer payment authorities of the former Program. Asa result of this transfer of responsibilities, there is 
no longer a requirement for a separate transfer payments vote in the Canadian Pension Commission Program and, the 
1986-87 Main Estimates columns of both affected Programs have been adjusted to provide a more appropriate basis for 
comparison.

There is, in addition, a revenue object, number 13, to cover revenues that may be credited to a Vote. In certain 
specific situations, Parliament authorizes departments or agencies to spend revenues generated from their operations 
in the same manner as any funds appropriated through that Vote. A brief explanation of each Standard Object follows. 


SO OEY Sse IS ES 


1. Personnel 

Includes salaries and wages, overtime, severance pay, retroactive pay and other special pay of civilian continuing (full- 
time ) or term (part-time, seasonal and casual) employees except those of agency and proprietary Crown 
Corporations. Also included are Judges’ salaries, those of the Governor General, the Lieutenant-Governors and the 
indemnities to Members of both Houses of Parliament, and all types of allowances paid to or in respect of continuing 
and term employees, such as Living, Terminable, Foreign Service, Isolated Post, and board and subsistence allowances, 
shift differential allowances for assistants, and other such allowances. In addition, it includes Minister’s Motor Car 
Allowances, and the Expense Allowances to Senators and Members of the House of Commons. 

Also included in this group are the government’s contribution to various employee benefit plans (the Public 
Service Superannuation Account, the Supplementary Retirement Benefits Account, the Canada Pension Plan Account, 
the Quebec Pension Plan, the Public Service Death Benefit Account and the Unemployment Insurance Account ), the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police Superannuation Account, the Canadian Forces Superannuation Account and the 
Members of Parliament Retiring Allowances Account; and Government’s contribution to provincial and other medical 
and hospital insurance plans. 


2. Transportation and Communications 

Includes travelling and transportation expenses of government employees, Members of the Defence Forces and the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police, removal expenses of those persons and their dependents, and living and other 
expenses of such persons on travel status; Judges’ travelling expenses, and travelling expenses and allowances payable 
to Senators and Members of the House of Commons. Also includes transportation of persons by contract and chartered 
facilities or by other means, including travelling expenses of persons engaged in field survey work, inspections and 
investigations. Also includes travelling and transportation of non-Government employees such as travel costs of 
veterans who are applicants for treatment or pensions. 

Includes ordinary postage, air mail, registered mail, special delivery mail, post office box rentals, and any other 
postal charges. 

Also includes the expenditures for transportation of goods other than initial delivery cost on a purchase (which is 
included in the Standard Object covering the cost of the purchase itself) including charges for courier services 
provided by outside carriers. 

Includes all costs of communication services by telephone, telegram, cable, teletype, radio and wireless 
communication (tolls, rates, rentals, etc.) and other communication costs such as courier services provided by 
outside agencies and communication services performed under contract or agreement. 


3. Information 
This Standard Object contains two main categories of expenditures. 


| Advertising services 


Includes advertising services acquired for publicity and general purposes from advertising agencies or directly for time 
/on broadcast media or for space in print media or on outdoor posters or billboards. It includes advertising and creative 
work services such as graphic artwork, and expenditures for attitude surveys, sales promotion, marketing, export 
marketing, public relations and publicity. 


Publishing, printing and exposition services 


Includes publishing services for commissioning, marketing, distribution and sales of publications sponsored by the 
department, and for the acquisition of related government publications. Also included are printing services for 
printing, duplicating, photocopying, text editing, design of graphics, art work, technical and advisory services such as 
\computerized text processing and mass transmission of printed material. In addition, it includes exposition services 

| such as exhibits and associated audio-visual services related to exhibitions and displays. 


|4. Professional and Special Services 

\Includes provision for all professional services performed by individuals or organizations such as payments in the 
‘nature of fees, commissions etc. for the services of accountants, lawyers, architects, engineers, scientific analysts, 
‘reporters, and translators; for teachers at various levels of educational institutions; for doctors, nurses and other 
medical personnel; for management, data processing and other research consultants; and for other outside technical, 
professional and other expert assistance. 

Includes payments for hospital treatment, care of veterans and welfare services, payments for the provision of 
‘services at computer service bureaus, payment of tuition for Indians at non-federal schools, purchase of training 
services under the Adult Occupational Training Act, and payments made to the Public Service Commission for 
training. 

Includes payments for Corps of Commissionaires services and for other operational and maintenance services 
performed under contracts, such as armoured cars, laundry and dry cleaning, cleaning of buildings, temporary help, 
hospitality, storage and warehousing, and other business services, as well as payments made to DSS for contract 
administration. 
| 
| 
5. Rentals 
“Incudes provision for rentals of all kinds: rental of properties required for special purposes by the various departments 
and for the accommodation of government offices and services by the Department of Public Works; hire and charter — 
with or without crew — of vessels, aircraft, motor vehicles and other equipment; and rental of telecommunication and 
office equipment including computers. Storage and warehousing services is however in Standard Object 4 even though 
it involves the rental of space. 


6. Purchased Repair and Maintenance 

Provision is made in this Standard Object for the repair and upkeep under contract of the durable physical assets 
provided for in Standard Object 8 and of equipment provided for in Standard Object 9. Also included in this object are 
| payments to Public Works for tenant services. Materials, supplies and other charges entering into the cost of such 
repairs undertaken by a department directly are coded to other objects, according to the nature of the purchase. 


| 7. Utilities, Materials and Supplies 

Included here is the provision for all payments for services of a type normally provided by a municipality, or public 
utility service such as the supply of water, electricity, gas, etc., and includes water, light, power and gas services, 
school fees, and payment for such services whether obtained from the municipality or elsewhere. 
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It also includes provision for materials and supplies required for normal operation and maintenance of 
government services such as gasoline and oil purchased in bulk; fuel for ships, planes, transport, heating, etc.; feed for 
livstock; food and other supplies for ships and other establishments; livestock purchased for ultimate consumption or 
resale; seed for farming operations; food, clothing and other supplies for sick and indigent Indians; text books and 
school supplies purchased for Indian schools; books and other publications purchased for outside distribution; 
uniforms and kits; photographs, maps and charts purchased for admimistrative and operational purposes; laboratory 
and scientific supplies, including samples for testing; drafting, blueprinting and artists’ supplies; supplies for surveys, 
investigations, etc.; chemicals; hospital, surgical and medical supplies; mail bags for transportation of the mails; char 
service supplies; coal and wood; electrical supplies; repair parts other than parts normally acquired with equipment at 
the time of purchase for aircraft, ships, road vehicles, and for communication and other equipment; and all other 
materials and supplies. 

Office machines and equipment, and attachments and accessories for such machines costing less than $500 are 
included here. Those costing more than $500 are included in Standard Object 9. 


8. Construction and Acquisition of Land, Buildings and/or Works 

Includes provision for all expenditures pursuant to contracts for new construction of buildings, roads, irrigation 
works, canals, airports, wharfs, bridges and other such types of fixed assets, and reconstruction of such types of 
physical assets, improvements involving additions or changes of a structural nature, and also for installing fixed 
equipment which is essentially a part of the work or structure such as elevators, heating and ventilating equipment, 
etc. It includes all such projects performed under contract or agreement. The purchase of land is also included. 
Expenditures for casual employees hired or continuing employees assigned to work full or part time on specifed 
projects, and of materials purchased directly for use on such projects are, however, charged to Standard Objects 1 or 7 


respectively. 


9. Construction and/or Acquisition of Machinery and Equipment 

Includes expenditures for all machinery, equipment, office furniture and furnishings, E.D.P. and electronic or other 
office equipment; microfilming equipment and supplies, inter-office communication equipment, postal meter 
machines, machine records and all other office equipment; motor vehicles, aeroplanes, tractors, road equipment, 
telecommunications and related equipment, laboratory and other scientific equipment, vessels, icebreakers and other 
aids to navigation and all other types of light and heavy equipment; includes ammunition and various types of 
equipment for National Defence, such as ships, aircraft, mechanical equipment, fighting vehicles, weapons, engines 
and such spare parts and supplies as are normally acquired with that equipment at the time of purchase. 


10. Transfer Payments 
Transfer payments comprise grants, contributions, subsidies and all payments made by government for which no goods 
or services are received. 

This category includes the major social assistance payments made to persons such as Old Age Security benefits 
and related allowances, Family Allowances, Veterans’ pensions and allowances; subsidies and payments to the 
provinces and territories under the British North America Act, the Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements and 
Federal-Post Secondary Education and Health Contributions Act, 1977 and other statutes for medicare, hospital 
insurance, and official languages and for the Canada Assistance Plan; subsidies and capital assistance to industry 
including the oil import compensation payments; research grants and other assistance towards research carried on by 
non-governmental organizations; scholarships; sustaining grants to many national non-profit organizations; payments 
to municipalities for grants in lieu of taxes; contributions to international organizations and assessments for 
membership in such organizations, such as the contribution to the International Food Aid Program and Canada’s 
assessment for membership in the UN. 

Most of the payments in this Object are identified in the Estimates Details as “Grants” or “Contributions”. The 
former are not subject to audit and are therefore restricted by Parliament as to amount and recipient and often as to 
purpose; the latter are conditional and subject to audit and are not so restricted. 


11. Public Debt Charges 

Includes interest on the unmatured debt of Canada (including Treasury Bills ) and on other liabilities such as trust and 
other special funds. It also includes cost of issuing new loans, amortization of bond discount, premiums and 
commissions, and the costs of servicing the Public Debt.

12. All Other Expenditures 

Includes payments to Crown and some other government corporations or organizations, and to certain non-budgetary 
accounts, as well as the write-offs of various types of losses, the annual adjustment of reserves for financial claims and 
some other miscellaneous items referred to as ‘‘Sundries”. Payments made to Crown corporations include those made 
to provide for operating deficits as well as other transfers paid to Crown corporations; payments to other government 
controlled corporations or organizations include those made to entities such as the National Arts Centre. Payments 
made to non-budgetary accounts include the government contributions to the unemployment insurance, western grain 


_ stabilization and agricultural commodities stabilization accounts as well as benefits under the Veterans Land Act. 


Miscellaneous expenditures includes licences, permits and payments for dockage, towage, wharfage and mooring 


_ privilages; bonding of government employees, loss of personal effects, and expenditures for small miscellaneous 


articles and services; works of art for exhibits, and historical material for galleries, museums and archives. Also 


_ included are many small items and services which do not lend themselves to identification under specific headings 
_ detailed in this summary. 


_ 13. Less: Revenues Credited to the Vote 
_ Revenues credited to the Vote in accordance with Parliamentary authority, are coded in this Standard Object. Major 


items include rentals received on government-owned buildings and equipment; receipts from the provision of police 


_ services to other levels of government; receipts of revolving funds; as well as recoveries of costs from provincial 


governments, other national governments, and from other departments and agencies.

Objective 


To develop and provide a national broadcasting service for all Canadians in both official languages, in television and 
radio, and an international service, both of which should be primarily Canadian in content and character. 


Description of Funding Through Appropriations 


The main activities of the Corporation in the attainment of its objectives are set out below under the main captions of 
National Broadcasting Service and Capital Activities. 


National Broadcasting Service 
Programs: This activity includes all broadcasting services, whether radio or television, French or English national, 
regional, or local. It embraces: 
e the planning of individual broadcasts and the broadcast schedules to meet the objectives outlined, 
e the procurement of programs from other production agencies which assist in meeting the objectives, and 
e@ production of programs live, on film, or on magnetic tape, or other such broadcast recording techniques as may be 
appropriate. 


Distribution: The distribution of the national broadcasting service to all possible parts of Canada through 
corporations or privately-owned outlets. The methods of delivery include satellite, microwave, landlines, and the 
shipping of film and tapes. Included in this activity is the provision of the signal that delivers the service to the 
individual radio and television receiver through Corporation-owned transmitters, payments to privately-owned 
affiliates carrying Corporation programs, low power transmitters to serve sparsely populated areas, and facilities to 
delay or pre-release broadcasts as required in the time zones throughout the nation. 


Operational Management and Services: This activity embraces those support services located at the various 
production/transmission centres, such as local management, program supervision, engineering services and the 
necessary personnel, financial and administration services. 


Selling Expenses (including commissions to agencies and networks ): The sales and marketing effort necessary to — 
program and time sales to advertisers. It also includes commissions paid to other broadcasting networks for programs — 
or to advertising agencies for sales of network air time or programs. 


Radio Canada International: This activity embraces English, French and foreign language program production 
for, and the transmission to, foreign countries as a direct means of projecting abroad a Canadian image, the 
development of interest in Canada in potential immigrants and tourists, and the maintenance of a personal link 
between Canadians and their relatives and countrymen abroad, as an indirect promotion aid for foreign policy, trade, 
etc. 


Corporate Engineering Services: This activity includes applied research, development, and training in the fields 
of broadcast production and distribution technology; the provision of architectural and design services; establishment 
of technical standards; and supervision over and/or installation of major capital projects. 


Corporate Management Services: Those functions which must be discharged on a corporate basis are included in | 
this activity. These comprise executive direction; policy and standards formulation; corporate planning co-ordination | 
and external relations. Also included are some support services which remain centralized for economic reasons, such 
as payroll, legal services, program research, statistics, etc.

To make available to persons who have been ordered removed from Canada or to persons in Canada whose relatives 
have been refused admission to Canada, an independent court to which they may appeal such decisions, not only on 
legal grounds, but also on discretionary grounds; and to permit the redetermination of refugee claims. 


Activity Description 


The Immigration Act, 1976, provides the Board, which is a court of record, with broad discretionary powers to permit 
the temporary or permanent admission of individuals, notwithstanding contrary provisions of the Immigration Act. 


Immigration Appeal Board 

Provides for the operation of an Immigration Appeal Board as authorized by the Immigration Act, 1976, and in 
particular for the legal and administrative processes involved in: appeals by individuals against removal; application 
for release from detention; redetermination of refugee claims; and the refusal of admission of sponsored relatives 
ordered under the provisions of the Immigration Act or Regulations.

All federal fisheries and habitat management and development functions in the Atlantic zone and the waters adjacent 
to Newfoundland, Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Prince Edward Island and Quebec, and within and adjacent to 
Canada’s 200-mile fisheries zones on the Atlantic coast, including the river systems and lakes in all of those provinces 
except Quebec; the planning and execution of those functions through which the department manages the fisheries 
resource and the primary sector of the Atlantic fishing industry.

Provides for the continuing analysis of the northern economy and progressive development of an overall economic 
strategy, planning and analysis in regard to the Northern Canada Power Commission (NCPC) and northern energy 
subsidies, negotiation and implementation of Economic Development Agreements in each territory, maximization of 

, benefits to northerners from resource development projects, promotion and support of native businesses, planning for

Renewable Resources Management and Environmental Protection 
| Provides in a quasi-provincial manner, for the management of the water, forest and land resources of the North, and for 
/ protection of the northern natural environment. Management of renewable resources, owned by the Crown in right of 
Canada, is achieved through administration of Acts and Regulations, which involves processing of applications from 
companies, communities and individuals for legal rights to resource use, administration of rights in good standing, 
and inspections to ensure compliance with terms and conditions of use. In addition, resources management requires 
the Program to undertake inventories of the quantity and quality of renewable resources, so as to have a sufficient 
information base with which to deal effectively with applicants. The Planning Element also includes the preparation 
for and fighting of forest fires, the development of land use plans to accommodate diverse land use and deal with use 
conflicts, implementation of the Federal Environmental Assessment and Review Process (EARP) in the North, the 
regulation of environmental impacts of land use on vacant Crown lands and of offshore operations, and the conduct of 
applied environmental research. It also includes the administration for DIAND of the Environmental Studies Revolving 
Fund, which conducts social and environmental research to ensure informed decision making on oil and gas activities 
and is entirely financed by levies on oil and gas interest owners on Canada Lands. 


Non-Renewable Resources Management 

Provides in a quasi-provincial manner, for the management of the mineral resources of the North, through the 

administration of legislation governing mineral rights acquisition, maintenance and recording, through provision of 

geological services and through maintenance of policies designed to encourage mining in the North. Northern 
interests and concerns respecting oil and gas exploration and development are factored into the operational activities 

of COGLA. The Northern Oil and Gas Action Program (NOGAP)) of research in preparation for major hydrocarbon 

developments in the North is coordinated, and the Norman Wells Proven Area Agreement is administered.

This element encompasses the creation and maintenance of general-purpose Regular and Reserve maritime forces 
designed primarily to fulfil the missions of defending, in conjunction with U.S. and NATO forces, the maritime 

_ approaches to North America and the sea areas vital to NATO; and conducting in conjunction with U.S. Forces, 
surveillance to detect, track and identify strategic submarine forces threatening North America. The forces raised for 
these purposes have the inherent capabilities necessary to fulfil the other missions assigned, namely: protecting 

_ Canadian territory, rights and interests against external maritime challenges; assisting other government departments 

| and agencies in enforcing Canadian laws and regulations in maritime areas under Canadian jurisdiction; contributing 

| maritime forces to international arrangements to prevent or contain conflicts outside the NATO area; and contributing 
to national development. 


Land Forces in Canada 

This element encompasses the creation and maintenance of general-purpose Regular and Reserve land forces designed 
_ primarily to fulfil, concurrently, the two missions of defending, in conjunction with U.S. Forces, against hostile 
military lodgement in North America; and providing, in an emergency, additional land forces for the defence of Europe 
within the framework of agreed NATO commitments. The forces raised for these purposes have the inherent 

capabilities necessary to fulfil the other missions assigned, namely: promoting international stability by contributing 

to peacekeeping activities in co-operation with other members of the international community; supplementing and 

supporting the civilian authorities in maintaining surveillance and preserving control over and security within the 

national territory of Canada; assisting civilian authorities in the event of emergency or disaster; and contributing to 
national development. 


| Air Forces in Canada 

| This element encompasses the creation and maintenance of general-purpose Regular and Reserve air forces designed 
primarily to fulfil, concurrently, the two missions of defending, in conjunction with U.S. Forces against aerospace 
‘attack on North America; and providing in an emergency additional general-purpose air forces for the defence of 
Europe within the framework of agreed NATO commitments. It includes, as well, the provision of an air transport 
“system to support military commitments in Canada and abroad, tactical helicopter forces to support the needs of the 
land forces in Canada, maritime air forces to support Canada’s maritime forces, and search and rescue forces. The 
forces raised for these purposes have the inherent capabilities necessary to fulfil the other missions assigned, namely: 
‘supplementing and supporting the civilian authorities in maintaining surveillance and preserving control over the 
Canadian airspace, assisting civilian authorities in the event of emergency or disaster and contributing to national 
development. 


Canadian Forces in Europe 

This element encompasses the creation and maintenance of military forces in Europe in order to prevent or contain 
armed attack against the European NATO area. It involves the three missions of providing land forces, air forces and 
national command and support of all Canadian forces which would, in an emergency, serve in Europe. 


Communication Services 

This element encompasses the creation and maintenance of forces designed to provide information handling services 
in the form of strategic communications in support of the Canadian Forces and Emergency Government (EMGOV ) 
tasks. In addition, communications research and high frequency direction-finding facilities are provided. 


Personnel Support 

This element encompasses the provision of services required for the personnel development (recruitment, individual 
training, education), personnel management (administration, career assignment, spiritual, morale, comfort support), 
and health services (medical, dental) as appropriate for military and civilian members of the department. 
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National Defence 


Materiel Support 
This element encompasses the provision of supply, transportation, equipment engineering and maintenance, real 
property management, and research and development. 


Policy Direction and Management Services 

This element encompasses the formulation and recommendation of defence objectives and policy options and the 
development of clear authoritative expressions of government approved defence policy to provide overall direction fo 
developmental planning in the Department and the management of the Defence Services Program. Equally important, 
is the Command and Control function, within which the detailed operational, materiel, personnel and financial 
preparations are made for times of crisis or war. This function also embodies the exercise of command and control of 
the “day-to-day” operations of the Canadian Forces by the Chief of Defence Staff or delegated subordinate 
commanders. With respect to the more general management services, this element includes the development, and 
general direction of management information systems, consulting, audit, evaluation, financial and accounting services 


within the Department, that are consistent with legislative and regulatory requirements and authority.
